A tone delay has attended the publication 
of Bishop Thirlwall’s letters, and till they 
appeared it was impossible to judge fairly 
the characteristics of a man whose in- 
dividuality had to be pieced together from 
fragmentary records. It is, indeed, remark- 
able that the one connected work of a 
scholar who confessedly possessed one of 
the keenest minds in England should have 
been superseded within a few years, and 
should now be almost forgotten. It is 
equally remarkable that such ephemeral 
— as episcopal charges should 

ave been elevated by the same man to the 
dignity of permanent contributions to theo- 
logy as well as to a philosophic history of 
religious thought. We are tempted to 
think that he left no impress on his contem- 
poraries proportioned to the greatness of his 
powers till we consider that his influence is 
not to be measured by its breadth, but by 
its depth. His words might be few, but 
they were always weighty. He left the 
example of a simple life devoted to the dis- 
covery of truth, and of a character which by 
the fulness of knowledge rose above the 
struggles which absorbed smaller men. To 
all times his will be a great name in the 
history of the Church of England. 

His life, liko that of most students, was 
uneventful, and its chief feature throughout 
is that of harmonious development of mental 
powers, in the formation of which passion 
was never allowed to usurp the place of 
reason. Connop Thirlwall was the son of a 
London clergyman, and was born in 1797. 
He is an instance of youthful precocity, for 
he was taught Latin at the age of three and 
Greek at four. When he was eleven, his 
father, somewhat injudiciously, published a 
volume of his poems—a fact which Thirlwall 
afterwards greatly deplored, and so late as 
1868 writes :— 





‘*When Mrs. P—— in the simplicity of her 
heart, and no doubt believing it to be an agree- 
able topic to me, told me at dinner that she pos- 
sessed the hated volume, it threw a shade over 
my enjoyment of the evening, and it was with 
an effort that, after a pause, I could bring myself 
to resume the conversation. IfI could buy up 
every copy for the flames, without risk of a 
reprint, I should hardly think any price too 
high. Let me entreat you never again to remind 
me of its existence.” 

Thirlwall’s precocity was not an immature 
growth which rapidly ceased; it was the 
sign of an early but steady development, 
which gave his mind a reflective turn from 
the beginning. When, at the age of thir- 
teen, he went to the Charterhouse he already 
had a formed character, which is startling 
in a boy of his years. His letters written 
to a boy friend are serious essays on literary 
and political subjects, and already display 
the fairness and openness of mind which 
remained through life his chief charac- 
teristics. Soon after he went to school he 
writes about his political opinions in a 
strain of judicial gravity :— 

“‘T think it highly proper, if not necessary, 
that every man should obtain such a knowledge 
of the subject as to enable him in every case to 
judge for himself. For my own part, I am at 
present neither capable nor desirous of gaining 
sufficient information to form a decisive opinion. 
I am at present, therefore, neutralist. The re- 
presentations of either party I am always in- 
clined to believe in some degree exaggerated, 
and therefore abstain from, or rather take alter- 
nately, both sides of the question. I shall never 
be a bigot in politics. For whither my reason 
does not guide me, I will suffer myself to be led 
by the nose by no man; and in every contest 
reason will point out some weak and some sound 
arguments of both contending parties.” 


At the age of thirteen Thirlwall deliberately 
stated the principle that was his guide 
through life. 

At the same age he also expressed the 

scholar’s belief in the value of knowledge 
for itself. Thirlwall tells his boy friend 
that he does not propose to devote himself 
exclusively to the study of the classics, nor 
to aspire solely to academic, or indeed any 
other, honours. He is profoundly modest 
about his own capacities, but profoundly 
convinced of the necessity of knowledge as 
the basis of character. He directs his efforts 
to the formation of his own mind, feeling 
sure that if a man does the best he can for 
himself he is most likely to be a useful 
member of society. ‘‘ When I enter upon 
the great stage of the world,” he writes, 
‘*T may meet with several opportunities of 
making these attainments useful and agreeable 
to myself, but very few, if any, of making them 
serviceable to the interests of society at large.” 

With these views he went to Cambridge, 
where he took his degree as twenty-second 
Senior Optime, but was first Chancellor’s 
Medallist, and was elected fellow of his 
college, Trinity, in 1818. When he had to 
choose a profession he underwent a mental 
struggle. He was not disposed to take 
orders, and felt a distaste for all practical 

ursuits. His ideal of life was one of 
earned leisure, not to be selfishly enjoyed, 
but to afford material for wise activity. 
‘‘T had not proposed,” he writes, 

‘*to confine my pleasures to those of either sense, 
or reason, or understanding, whose barrenness I 
well knew when unaccompanied by the exercise 
of the social and benevolent affections. In the 





indulgence of these I had anticipated that the 
desire of communicating happiness might in 
many instances make amends for the deficiencies 
of fortune.” 


These aspirations were not to be fulfilled. 
For seven years Thirlwall laboured at the 
bar, without interest and without ambition. 
He devoted much of his time to study, 
especially that of theology, to which he was 
always strongly inclined. He began his 
literary career by translating Schleier- 
macher’s ‘ Essay on St. Luke’ and two tales 
of Tieck. But the bar became increasingly 
irksome to him, and in 1827 he resolved to 
take Orders and return to Cambridge. He 
did this without any change in his general 
view of life, but chiefly, it would seem, as a 
means of gratifying most easily his desire 
for a literary career. He writes to his 
uncle :— 

‘* My own inclinations and convictions as tothe 
kind of occupations for which I am formed, and 
in which alone I take interest, have never under- 
gone any alteration...... Society possesses two or 
three strong, stiff frames, in which all persons 
of liberal education who need or desire a fixed 
place and specific designation must consent to 
be set. Which of these frames is the best 
adapted to the nature of the individual, and 
allows him the largest and most commodious 
room for exerting his powers for his own and the 
public good, is a question not in every instance 
very easy to determine.” 

He went back to Cambridge as tutor in 
his college, and with his friend J. C. Hare 
translated Niebuhr’s ‘History of Rome.’ 
He and Hare also started the Philological 
Museum, which had the brief life gene- 
rally vouchsafed in England to learned 
periodicals. To it Thirlwall contributed 
several essays, of which one, that on ‘ The 
Irony of Sophocles,’ will live as a piece of 
profound criticism. At Cambridge Thirl- 
wall spent seven years of peace till the 
University was agitated by political struggles 
consequent on the opening of the question 
of the admission of Dissenters to the privi- 
leges of the University. As is usual in 
academic matters, a war of pamphlets arose, 
and Dr. Turton, Regius Professor of Divinity, 
wrote a paper setting forth the evils which 
would arise from the intercourse of young 
men of different theological opinions. Thirl- 
wall answered ftffis from the point of view of 
common sense, by showing the small eo 
which theological studies really played in 
the ordinary curriculum of the University. 
He went on to argue that the nature of the 
chapel services combined with the exaction 
of compulsory attendance was not likely 
to tend to the religious edifica‘ion of the 
undergraduates. The pamphlet of Thirl- 
wall called forth an answer from Whewell, 
the tutor under whom he worked as an assis- 
tant, and the Master of Trinity seconded 
Whewell’s arguments by requesting Thirlwall 
to resign his tutorship. With this request 
Thirlwall complied, after protesting against 
the Master’s right to deprive him of his 
office. He considered with wisdom that the 
relations into which this controversy had 
brought him with Whewell were such as to 
render it undesirable that he should con- 
tinue to act under him. Thirlwall was not 
pugnacious, and in the interests of the peace 
of the college he withdrew. 

Six months after this Lord Brougham 
gave him the living of Kirby Underdale in 
Yorkshire, where, as he had only a popu- 
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lation of 300 committed to his charge, he 
found abundant leisure for literary pursuits. 
He was persuaded to undertake a * History 
of Greece’ for Lardner’s ‘ Cyclopedia,” a 
book originally intended to occupy two 
small volumes, but which grew under his 
hands to be an important work. Thirl- 
wall combined his studies with close attention 
to parochial work, and in his little parish 
was respected and beloved, till in 1840 he 
was pursued, while taking a holiday ramble, 
by a letter from the Prime Minister, Lord 
Melbourne, offering him the bishopric of 
St. Davids. Thirlwall’s interview with 
Lord Melbourne was characteristic. The 
Premier was in bed, and received him by 
saying :— 

“Very glad to see you; sit down, sit down: 

hope you are come to say you accept. I only 
wish you to understand that I don’t intend if I 
know it to make a heterodox bishop. I don’t 
like heterodox bishops.” 
He had submitted Thirlwall’s preface to the 
translation of Schleiermacher to the judg- 
ment of Archbishop Howley, who said that, 
though he did not agree with it, he found 
nothing heterodox. 

From this time forward, for the long period 
of thirty-four years, Thirlwall presided over 
the see of St. Davids, and lived a peaceful 
life at Abergwili Palace. He discharged 
thoroughly his duties as a bishop, and six 
months after entering upon his labours 
could preach to his people in excellent 
Welsh. But all the leisure time that he 
could command he spent in study. His 
library he fitly called ‘‘ Chaos.” 

** Who that has seen it,” says a friend, ‘‘ will 
not remember ‘ Chaos’? Its quiet light, its dim 
recesses, the cat purring on the hearth, the chairs 
all unavailable until cleared of the books and 
pamphlets with which, like the tables, they were 
crowded ; the drawers full of unarranged letters, 
papers, MSS., into which the bishop, opening 
them, looked with pitiful and perplexed eyes, 
yet when offered help would invariably answer, 
*T can seldom find anything in them now, but 
if they were set to rights for me I should cer- 
tainly find nothing then.’ And, over all, the 
presence that made peace and pleasantness, the 
life in its outward seeming eventless, within how 
eventful |” 

Into the details of his episcopate we can- 
not enter. It was marked by much thought- 
ful organization and many good works for 
the benefit of his diocese. Its abiding record 
is to be found in the triennial charges in 
which he surveyed, as from the lofty heights 
of philosophic observation, the affairs of the 
Church and the developments of religious 
thought. As we read them we see why it 
was that Thirlwall did not write more. His 
mind was in itself always active, and did not 
require the stimulus of the pen to perform 
its functions steadily. He had no cause to 
write, his life set him no subjects. All his 
spare time he needed for the acquirement 
of fresh knowledge, but when occasion re- 
quired he brought forth his accumulated 
treasures. He had too great a reverence 
for knowledge to rest satisfied with super- 
ficial judgments. What he knew he wished 
to know thoroughly ; on what he had not 
fully investigated he was not prepared to 
pronounce an opinion. He had never 
studied with a view to literary production ; 
he was essentially modest and unambitious; 
study was always in his eyes a means of 
forming character, and out of the fulness of 





his mind his lips spoke. The duty of de- 
livering charges was incidental to his office, 
and he fulfilled it in the most thorough 
manner. He observed, analyzed, and criti- 
cized the phases of religious thought and the 
questions of ecclesiastical politics with the 
impartiality of an historian, the profundity 
of a philosopher, and the acuteness of a 
statesman. Factions might rage, fanaticism 
might utter denunciations and passion wax 
high, but once in three years the calm voice 
of reason was heard from the remote see of 
St. Davids, and spoke words of encourage- 
ment and lessons of peace which reason 
alone can bring. 

Bishop Thirlwall’s charges deal with con- 
troversies some of which are now extinct while 
others still continue to rage. His charges are, 
therefore, partly a history of the past, partly 
admonitions for the present. The Tractarian 
controversy, the Gorham case, the ‘ Essays 
and Reviews,’ the revival of Convocation, 
the disestablishment of the Irish Church, 
the various stages of the question of national 
education, the Ritualistic question, and the 
Vatican Council, all pass under his survey. 
Valuable as his opinions on all these points 
may be, his method of investigating them 
and his temper of mind in doing so afford 
still more valuable lessons. He is always 
fair—nay, respectful—to those from whom 
he differs. He strives to find out their central 
position, and then weighs their language 
carefully so as to be sure that he grasps it 
correctly. He has a horror of vagueness, 
and still more of flippancy, which is the only 
thing that arouses his anger. He adopts a 
strictly judicial attitude towards all opinions, 
and is ready to allow the accused the benefit 
of any doubt that can reasonably arise about 
his exact meaning. Nothing can be more 
admirable than his remark that “to sus- 
tain a charge of unsound doctrine, involving 
penal consequences, nothing ought to suffice 
but the most direct, unequivocal statements, 
asserting that which the Church denies, or 
denying that which she asserts.” ‘The atti- 
tude of Bishop Thirlwall towards religious 
strife may be judged by the following 
extract from his charge in 1857 :-— 

‘* Things in themselves indifferent are made 
party badges and shibboleths, to which the one 
side clings the more tenaciously because they 
are vehemently disliked on the other. Am- 
biguous terms and practices are studiously 
selected and brought prominently forward 
because they bear an obnoxious meaning, while 
by others such a meaning is fastened on the 
most innocent usages and expressions. The 
fullest and worst demonstration of this intolerant 
spirit is an eagerness for the making of new 
heresies, an endeavour to contract the terms of 
admission into the Church or its ministry, so as 
to exclude or disquiet all who do not belong to 
the favoured party.” 

It would be impossible within our limits 
to discuss even a few of the questions treated 
in Bishop Thirlwall’s charges, nor do they 
lend themselves to quotation. Their dis- 
tinguishing feature is that they carefully 
examine every subject which is taken in 
hand, and do not leave it till they have 
reached a satisfactory basis of reason and 
intelligence. They are like draughts of 
fresh air let in upon the heated atmosphere 
of controversy. Bishop Thirlwall is not 
striving to state his own opinions, but with 
a fair mind and a vast store of learning is 
endeavouring to discover what istrue. The 





bent of his mind is eminently scientific and 
positive; he must know the exact meanin 
of what he is talking about. This is shown 
in an amusing way by a remark with which 
he returns a ghost story to a lady corre- 
spondent: ‘‘ The story is a very good one, 
In common with others of the same class it 
suggests a question which I have never seen 
satisfactorily answered, ‘ What do you mean 
by a ghost?’ ” 

As to his own theological position, he 
identified himself with no party. He 
refused to be called a ‘‘ Broad Church- 
man,’”’ and one of his most characteristic 
pieces of writing is a note on an article 
of Dr. Littledale’s in the Contemporary 
Review for July, 1874. Dr. Littledale 
had classed him as a Broad Churchman. 
Thirlwall answers, ‘‘ I should be well content 
to accept this designation of myself, under 
protest; to do so absolutely, I must first 
know what it means.” He remarks drily 
that ‘‘the proper antithesis to Broad is not 
High or Low, but Narrow.” Finally, he 
fixes upon a remark of Dr. Littledale’s that 
the deticiencies of the Broad Church teaching 
are the effects of ignorance, which might be 
corrected by a deeper study of theology :— 

‘* He asserts that ‘theology grows clearer with 
advancing knowledge.’ If that means that, as 
knowledge advances, more becomes known, all, 
I suppose, would bow to the oracle. But if it 
means that as theology becomes more definite 
and systematic it carries deeper conviction of its 
truth to minds which have ever been used to 
discriminate between that which is human and 
that which is divine in it, it would hardly be 
possible to frame a proposition running more 
directly counter to all the results of my study 
of ecclesiastical history, and to those of my per- 
sonal experience.” 

To turn, however, from the theology to the 
personal qualities of Bishop Thirlwall, his 
letters reveal a most interesting side of his 
character. ‘The second volume contains 
‘letters to a friend” written between 1864 
and 1874, which are purely of a private and 
intimate character. His correspondent was 
a lady to whom he communicated unre- 
servedly his opinions about passing events, 
about the books he was reading, and the 
incidents of his life. These private letters 
bear delightful testimony to the warmth 
of his heart, the simplicity of his character, 
and his genuine amiability. The student, 
the philosopher, the man of reason, was 
also a man of deep sympathies and great 
tenderness. Many people will be glad 
to know that Bishop Thirlwall was a 
great novel-reader; that he was deeply 
distressed at the news of Mrs. Gaskell’s 
death, and trembled lest she should have 
left ‘Wives and Daughters’ hopelessly 
unfinished; that he spent his pleasantest 
hours in the summer of 1868 looking at the 
haymakers and reading a volume of the 
‘Earthly Paradise,’ which he greatly admired. 
His letters are, indeed, a running commentary 
on modern English literature, as well as 
treasures of information on many subjects, 
especially on folk-lore, in which Bishop 
Thirlwall was interested, and gives his lady 
correspondent from time to time the results 
of his gleanings in the literature of the East. 

Besides his books the main object of his 
daily interest was his animal pets. He was 
very fond of cats, and was never without 
one; he gives the results of his long 
experience of them with the same judicial 
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exactness that marked his more serious 


opinions :— 

«J prefer a really good tabby to all Angolas, 

and to everything else but a tortoise-shell, 
which, in its perfection, is the rarest of all. 
I once had one which was absolutely faultless, 
and as amiable as it was beautiful. The dear 
creature was killed by a monster of a dog who 
came into the house during church-time.” 
The chief exercise that he ook during the 
day was a visit after breakfast to his pond, 
where he fed the geese with the fragments 
that he carefully gathered from his table. 
Similarly at London he delighted in the 
Zoological Gardens, and rejoiced when he 
found ‘‘new arrangements for the comfort 
of the monkeys.” 

It was natural that a character like Bishop 
Thirlwall’s should be grave, reserved, and 
self-centred. He had few intimate friends, 
and the letters contained in the first volume 
are most of them called forth by some 
specific question. But every now and then 
his writings are illumined by flashes of 
humour, which is genuine because it is 
serious. His remarks on this subject are 
worth quoting. Writing about some book 
which was meant to be amusing, he says :— 

“‘T think I was wearied by the appearance of 
acontinual effort at drollery, which was a con- 
tinual failure, as it always must be, for all true 
humour is grave and seemingly unconscious. 
When your author slaps you on the shoulder, 
makes faces, and insists upon your laughing at 
his fun, you—or at least I for my part—resist, 
and find myself more inclined to yawn than to 
smile...... I believe that there is rather a nume- 
rous tribe of writers in this style; and, if Iam 
not mistaken, Dickens has a great deal to 
answer for about them. His own manner re- 
quires all his extraordinary talent to make it 
endurable.” 

Thirlwall gives many samples of a 
serious and polished humour which has 
almost disappeared from modern literature. 
In his charge of 1857 he says of Pope 
Pius IX. :— 

“The present occupier of the chair to which 
this gift [infallibility] is supposed to be annexed 
is generally understood to be very moderately 
versed in theology and to depend mainly on 
others for such light as does not come to him in 
asupernatural way.” 

The following description is also most 
happy :— 

“Poor dear Burgon is one of those excellent 
men with whom intolerance is at once an 
impulse and a duty, who could not be tolerant 
if they would, and would not if they could.” 
Again, after examining Mr. MacColl’s book 
o the Athanasian Creed, he ends with the 
remark :— 

“T have no doubt that his arguments will 
satisfy all who were previously of his opinion, 
and especially where he wanders farthest from 
his subject.” 

Bishop Thirlwali enjoyed life to the full ; 
he was always happy and contented. He 
<oveted no distinction, he aspired to no glory 
as a party leader, he deprecated the ‘‘ pas- 
sionate sensibility”? of those who displayed 
restless energy not according to knowledge. 
The student’s life which he enjoyed was long 
vouchsafed to him; and he lived contentedly 
at Abergwili till growing infirmities, deaf- 
ness, and the loss of sight led him in 1874 
to resign his see and to retire to Bath, where 
he died the next year. 

It was the fate of such a character as 
Thirlwall’s to be frequently misjudged, and 





to cause disappointment to those who were 
more enthusiastic than himself. He incurred 
many reproaches for signing the episcopal 
letter which condemned ‘ Essaysand Reviews,’ 
and for his adverse criticism on Bishop 
Colenso. Dean Stanley in his funeral ser- 
mon said of him :— 

“‘Tt must indeed be allowed that there were 
times when his voice failed to be raised in 
emergencies which seemed to demand it—that 
there were occasions when even in his firm hand 
the scales of justice trembled from some unex- 
pected bias—when his clear vision was dimmed 
fora time by a glamour which fascinated him 
the more because its magical influence was unlike 
to anything in himself.” 


Probably posterity will judge that the 
glamour of fascination more frequently 
fell on Dean Stanley than on Bishop 
Thirlwall. Indeed, there could be no 
greater testimony to Thirlwall’s impartiality 
than the fact that he failed to satisfy 
any particular party. He objected to all 
vague and indefinite reasoning; he tried 
opinions solely by reference to the stan- 
dard of the Church of England; where 
he found no definite standard in her for- 
mularies he objected to attempts to con- 
struct one, but where he found one which 
was in danger of being contravened he did 
not hesitate to say so. Timidity was no part 
of Thirlwall’s nature; he did not think that 
truth was to be found invariably on the 
side either of the majority or of the minority. 
He strove to discharge conscientiously the 
duties of a bishop of the Church of England, 
and he regarded the foundation of that 
Church to be the Scriptures interpreted 
freely by the lights of learning and of reason. 
In this he was an exponent of the most 
valuable of the traditions of the English 
Church, and his expositions, weighty as 
were their immediate results, are still more 
weighty as examples for the guidance of the 
future. 








Savonarola: a Tragedy. By Alfred Austin. 
(Macmillan & Co.) 
WE confess to being rather tired of Savon- 
arola. Considered as a character in secular 
history, he stands out as an enthusiast 
who attempted a revival of national liberty ; 
who caused through his fanatical puritanism 
the destruction of a number of works of art 
for which, were they extant, the rirtuost of 
to-day would giveimmense prices at Christie’s ; 
who produced no valuable or permanent 
result ; and who flinched more or less at the 
crucial moment, and was crushed by men 
more self-seeking than himself. As a 
personage in religious history, his chief 
claim to remembrance is that he en- 
deavoured, a few years before Luther’s 
time, to effect that defiance of the Pope 
and Papal abuses which Luther undertook. 
Luther succeeded, but Savonarola failed. 
For the purposes of dramatic art Fra Giro- 
lamo can be treated from either point of view 
—as a sublime martyr of reform, or as the 
dupe ot his belief in his own prophetic powers 
who duped others to their ruin. Mr. Austin 
was pretty certain to treat him from the 
former point of view, nor has he failed to do 
so. His preface goes to the monstrous excess 
of saying that, ‘‘ with one supreme exception, 
Savonarola is the most interesting figure 
in human story.” The ‘one supreme ex- 
ception” is Jesus Christ, between whom 





and Savonarola our author proceeds to draw 
a somewhat detailed but shallow parallel. 

Mr. Austin says that he conceived this 
subject seventeen years ago, and that he 
has planned his drama with a view to 
stage representation, for which he is fain 
to hope some day. He thinks the full scope 
of drama—solemn, serious, familiar, low— 
should be aimed at and allowed. On these 
points his remarks are replete with good 
sense; but it may be doubted whether a 
tragedy on the subject of Savonarola would 
ever obtain admission to an English theatre, 
continually dealing, as it naturally does and 
must, indirectly religiouseloquence: prayers, 
homilies, and adjurations. A drama in verse 
is itself at the present day—and more’s the 
pity—distasteful to the British public; but 
when such a drama is also concerned with 
religion as the leading motive in public 
affairs and in the dramatic evolution the 
chance of its acceptance sinks to a mini- 
mum. This, moreover, is a long play— 
306 pages. The historical materials have 
been carefully attended to, and handled 
with a becoming mixture of fidelity and free- 
dom ; the speeches of Savonarola himself are 
mainly authentic; the female characters 
have been invented by Mr. Austin. These 
are three in number: the noble lady Can- 
dida, half saintly in her severe isolation, 
but at last a woman in her love; the warm- 
hearted Letizia, betrothed to a poet; and 
the small-souled and partly spiteful Anita, 
a painter’s wife. We cannot see that any 
one of these three ladies or all of them 
combined do much to make the drama 
enticing to the reader or suitable for the 
stage. Anita, by the way, wasnever, so far 
as we know, a Florentine or an Italian name. 
Mr. Austin probably remembered that it 
was the name of Garibaldi’s wife, and did 
not reflect or did not know that that heroine 
was a Spanish American. The subordinate 
matter generally—the love dialogues, the 
debating of public business, &c.—is but 
mediocre, as, for example, the rather trum- 
pery and not over-decent dialogue between 
Anita and her husband thrust in between 
two scenes of a political character. From 
this censure, however, should be excepted 
the final utterances of Candida and her lover, 
the patriot Francesco Valori, both slain in a 
political vendetta. This brief snatch has a 
simplicity of passionate tenderness which 
may be termed intensity. The concluding 
scene also, where Fra Girolamo and his two 
confederates are brought out for execution, 
is laconic, and more than moderately impres- 
sive. The three speeches after the exit of 
Savonarola which end the play have rather 
the effect of an anticlimax. 

On the whole, this tragedy is neither 
better nor worse than various other intel- 
ligent attempts at historical drama in verse 
which have been made of late years. It is 
not excellent, and it is not a mere failure. 
On the stage it would be scenic, and a 
serious audience might deem it interesting, 
but it would not be dramatically exciting. 

There are some serious faults of execution, 
partly in matters of simple detail, partly in 
more important respects. Mr. Austin has a 
morbid partiality for pronouncing words 
with a rhythmical disresis, such as “ meri- 
dian,” “familiarly.” Applied to some Italian 
words or names, this is intolerable and must 
be called ignorance ; for instance, Fiesole, 
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Poliziano, and especially Giovanni and 
Piagnone. Inversions are very frequent 


and try severely the patience of the reader, 
whether he have a liking for plain good sense 
or for true poetic diction. We may cite 
‘‘They were me importuning”’ ; ‘‘ Though 
bade I not’; “‘ Why do you now beatitude 
possess?” ‘I echo can that prayer.” 
These are but a few specimens out of many. 
“‘ What, Cei, plea came next ?’’ is a phrase 
past all endurance. Here and there comes 
a line which is no line, such as “‘ That gall 
my conscience. Show me them,” or, ‘“‘ Now 
to what end, O potent Signors.’’ We know 
of no warrant (at any rate in modern 
English) for “‘ intempestively ” in the sense 
of ‘‘inopportunely,” nor for ‘I should 
select a danger where you dwelt than dull 
security.” Sometimes a rhyme occurs in 
the blank verse, as on p. 282, where three 
lines (out of four) end with the words “‘ me,” 
“be,” “me,” or just at the close, where 
“sure” is followed by ‘‘ endure.” 

Every now and then there is a neat 
epigrammatic phrase or a poetic touch of 
imagery. For instance :— 

Fie on you, boy! Women should never be 
More than the narrow margin of our life, 
Past whom its text runs on continuously ; 
or this :— 
Adown they hang, 
Like to a waterfall you see far off, 
That foams but moves not. 


As an entire scene or sectional passage, 
one of the best—besides the two to which 
we have already referred—is that in which 
Piero Capponi beards King Charlesof France, 
and Savonarola admonishes him ; this would 
be effective on the stage. By way of a 
commendable passage, shorter than a scene 
and longer than a mere scrap, the fol- 
lowing may be quoted, in which four of 
the Piagnoni speak of Savonarola after he 
has been for some while interdicted from 
preaching :— 

2npD P. How hollow and inanimate he looks, 

As though the skin were stretched upon the bone. 

Ist P. Wait till he speaks, he then will seem alive’: 
Tighter the parchment, louder sounds the drum. 

2ND P. The lines have even deepened in his brow 
Since Fra Bartolommeo limned his head. 

The temples and the jutting cheekbones loom 
Unnaturally large, and the sunk eyes 

Have like a spent volcano fallen in, 

Leaving dark hollowness where once was fire. 
The fingers, thin and fanciful, proclaim 

Vigil and fast and prayer. 

38RD P. What would you have ? 
The cloister, when its weeds are rightly donned, 

Is an anticipation of the grave. 
Its hymns are dirges, and its sackcloth-folds 
Premature cerements. 


4TH P. Hush ! he is going to speak. 








Great Movements, and Those who Achieved 
Them. By Henry J. Nicoll. (Hogg.) 
THERE is evidently a large demand for books 
of this sort, to be given away as school 
prizes and presents to ‘“‘ good boys,” who 
rarely read them. The same careful or 
careless use of biographical dictionaries, 
with more or less wholesale adaptation of 
suitable passages in other books, produces 
a close family likeness between all such 
compilations, whatever may be the par- 
ticular heroes or ‘‘movements”’ that they 
treat of. Mr. Nicoll, however, has gone 
out of the ordinary track of book-makers in 
at least one part of his volume. His 
chapters about John Howard and prison 





reform, Wilberforce and the abolition of 
the slave trade, Brougham and popular 
education, Sir Rowland Hill and the penny 
post, Watt and the steam-engine, and 
several others, are neither better nor worse 
than chapters on the same or similar sub- 
jects which have been dealt with over and 
over again; but one of his chapters stands 
out from all the rest as being not only by 
far the longest, but also by far the best. 
The eighty-five pages in which he chronicles 
‘the repeal of the fiscal restrictions on 
literature and the press” are really what 
he describes them, ‘‘the fullest and most 
accurate account yet published of a most 
important movement which has _ been 
strangely neglected by historians.” It was 
Mr. Nicoll’s good fortune to have access 
to the notes and collections of Mr. John 
Francis, who from first to last took an un- 
ostentatious but leading share in the agita- 
tion against taxes on knowledge which was 
brought to a successful issue twenty years 
ago, and accordingly this particular chapter 
is very instructive. 

The history of this ‘‘movement” is cer- 
tainly too important to be forgotten. It is 
not exclusively to the zeal of Mr. Milner 
Gibson and his friends in and out of Par- 
liament that we owe the wonderful develop- 
ment of journalism and low-priced literature 
which has taken place within the past 
quarter of a century; but it is evident that 
the spread of popular education and the 
demand for an abundance of cheap reading 
would have come about more slowly if the 
fiscal obstacles had not been so promptly 
removed; and even those who consider 
that it is not an unmixed benefit to the 
community that penny newspapers, daily 
and weekly, are now circulated by hun- 
dreds of thousands, must remember that 
these are only parts of a revolution which 
has produced incalculable benefits of all 
sorts. 

It was an old complaint that, after the 
censorship of the press had been pro- 
fessedly abandoned in England, the Govern- 
ment maintained, for fiscal purposes, a form 
of censorship by which good and bad alike 
suffered. ‘Grub Street has but ten days 
to live,” Swift wrote to Stella in 1712; 
‘then an Act of Parliament takes place 
that ruins it by taxing every half-sheet at 
a halfpenny.” Grub Street managed to 
avoid utter ruin, but its struggle was 
hard, and the supply of cheap reading 
from other sources was grievously stinted 
during nearly a century and a half. The 
stamp duty was gradually raised to four- 
pence, but in 1836 Lord Melbourne’s 
Government, to lessen the trouble and 
expense caused by prosecutions and im- 
prisonments, brought it down to a penny; 
and in the same year the paper duty was 
reduced from threepence a pound on some 
sorts and three halfpence on others to 
a uniform rate of three halfpence, and 
the advertisement duty from three and 
sixpence to eighteenpence. These partial 
boons, however, only stimulated the desire 
of the public for more, and as soon as 
the Corn Laws had been repealed some 
of the prominent agitators for that change 
turned their attention to all the three “‘taxes 
on knowledge.” ‘The advertisement duty, 
being the most oppressive to individuals 
and the least serviceable as a source of 








revenue, was the first to go. The London 
Committee for Obtaining the Repeal of the 
Duty on Advertisements, with Mr. William 
Ewart, M.P., as its president, and Mr. 
Francis as its most active promoter, was. 
started in 1849, and in 1853 Mr. Milner 
Gibson’s motion for the repeal was carried 
against Mr. Gladstone by a majority of 
thirty-one in the House of Commons. Two 
other resolutions proposed at the same time 
by Mr. Milner Gibson—the one against the 
stamp duty, the other against the paper 
duty—were rejected at that time; but per- 
sistent attacks were made upon them both 
by Mr. Francis’s society, now renamed and 
enlarged as the Newspaper Press Associa- 
tion for Obtaining the Repeal of the Paper 
Duty, and by the Association for Promoting 
the Repeal of Taxes on Knowledge, of which 
Mr. Milner Gibson had been the head from 
its starting in 1849. As the stamp duty had 
yielded nearly three times, and the paper duty 
at least five times, as much revenue as the 
advertisement duty, the objections to repeal- 
ing them were, of course, greater; and the 
objections appeared yet more important after 
the encouragement given to newspapers by 
the remission of the taxes on advertisements 
had made both the other sources of revenue: 
larger than they had ever been before. The 
agitators, however, were zealous, and they 
had reason on their side. The compulsory 
stamping of newspapers, whether they were 
to pass through the post or not, was aban- 
doned in 1855, and the paper duty was. 
repealed in 1861. It will be remembered 
that the Lords’ rejection of Mr. Gladstone’s 
Bill in the previous year had brought about 
a constitutional quarrel, in which Lord 
Palmerston’s famous resolutions very clearly 
defined the ground on which the Commons 
were able to stand firmly as masters of the 
situation. 

That is a story worth telling; and many 
readers who will not care much for the 
other ten chapters in Mr. Nicoll’s volume 
may be grateful to him for the one in which 
he has supplied a succinct and sufficiently 
comprehensive narrative of it.

Vicour and precision are leading notes of 
Mr. Sidgwick’s work, and they are not absent. 
from this edition of the ‘Agamemnon.’ Indeed, 
they are conspicuous in his treatment of the 
terribly corrupt text, about which he displays. 
a judicious conservatism. In fact, the text. 
and critical foot-notes constitute the best 
apparatus criticus yet published, all the 
better for brevity. Mr. Verrall’s proposed 
alterations of ro wav, vv. 161-76, 681-99, 
8gq., 992-3, are finally disposed of in a 
short appendix. We wonder at the reading 
-dv (MSS. -civ) for -éwy, v. 1174, as the 
rhythm obviously requires a dochmiac and 
cretic, kai ris ce Kaxoppovéewy 7iOy-. In 
the corresponding verse, veoyvis davOpdérer 
paOor, we prefer veoyvis .. o dv dpev pabor 
to vedyovos dv diwv pador. We observe that 
in three or four conspicuous instances inno- 
vations proposed by Dr. Kennedy are, 
wisely in our opinion, rejected. With 
equal justice would our cautious and 
tasteful editor decline a recent suggestion 
to alter v. 120, BdrAaBévra AoieOiav Spopov, 
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to B. Svervowv 6.—a freak of utter vandal- 

ism. We do not feel sure that xupiws €xeu, 
y. 178, is not “‘ hath the sovereignty,” with 
Ziva, not pdBos, for subject, vv. 176-8 being 
in apposition to the idea of Zijvo. eruvikua 
x\dfov; by the way, Mr. Sidgwick should 
have noticed the accusative Zjva. He 
should have also noticed the echo of v. 178 
in vy. 249, of v. 1527 in v. 1564. In v. 485 
érwéperau is not ‘‘suffers encroachment,” 
but the passage means, ‘‘In her credulity 
the bounds of woman’s belief with swift 
advance embrace too wide a range.” We 
do not often quarrel with Mr. Sidgwick’s 
interpretations, but v. 237, “ with violence 
and the muffled might of bonds,” as a ren- 
dering of Big xaAwav 7’ dvavdypéver, seems to 
show temporary demoralization produced by 
the influence of elegant translators. Were 
the links of the chains done up in flannel to 
prevent their clanking? And why “bonds,” 
when the literal ‘‘ bits” is closer to a gag? 
Why, again, is not the causative use of 
dvavdy shown in the English or else illus- 
trated ? Why is not the hendiadys noticed ? 
Speaking generally, we observe an occasional 
deficiency in illustration of grammatical or 
literary usage. Our editor’s keen apprecia- 
tion of dramatic effect and poetic beauty 
gives a high value to his introduction and 
forms a conspicuous feature of his com- 
mentary; but if he kindles corresponding 
enthusiasm in many boys it will be because 
the ‘Agamemnon’ is fashionable just now, 
not because of their natural receptivity. 

The appendix on ‘‘ The Remote Delibera- 
tive” (optative without dv) is open to ques- 
tio. The induction that in Attic dv is only 
omitted in direct or indirect questions is 
supported by altering or ignoring adverse 
cases, ¢.g., VV. 552, 1375 of this play, while 
the list of omissions is absurdly small. The 
“remoteness” of the optative is only in- 
cidentally that of ‘ possibility,” essentially 
it is the remoteness of less vivid imagina- 
tio. Mr. Sidgwick might have discussed 
two cases given by Goodwin, § 50, 2, note 1, 
which his new canon does not suit. Is 6accov 
9 cvvayrats, Eur.‘ Bacch.,’ 746, or @aocov 
9 Aéyou tes, ‘Hipp.,’ 1186, interrogative ? 
Rightly or wrongly, editors have ‘“ regretted 
the want of dv” in these cases, so Mr. 
Sidgwick should have dealt with them, 
though the sentences are not ‘‘of a primary 
character ’’ like those in his list. Madvig 
says (§ 122, Rem. 2) that ov« éorw drws 
never has the subjunctive; Mr. Sidgwick 
says ‘‘the subjunctive might be substituted ” 
in ovx éo6’ drws A€~ayu, ‘Ag.,’ 620. He 
should prove this point if he can. To us it 
seems unlikely that a negative proposition 
(unless subordinate) should be presented by 
preference as vividly imagined. A schoolboy 
would certainly infer from Mr. Sidgwick’s 
argument that dv is inadmissible with the 
optativus dubitativus ; for, if it be admissible, 
why is not the opt. dub. without dv as likely 
to be a variation from the opt. dub. with dv 
as from the subjunctivus dubitativus? ‘The 
true explanation seems to have escaped,” not 
“everybody,” as Mr. Sidgwick says, but 
Mr. Sidgwick. This subjunctive is a vividly 
imagined future. The optative with dy 
gives a future imagined as uncertain. The 
optative without dv gives a future imagined 
as certain. We have four corresponding 
constructions: ‘‘ What shall I do?” ‘What 
am I to do?” “What could (can) I do?” 





«What could (can) Ido?” Seeing that the 
cases Mr. Sidgwick ignores are mostly nega- 
tive, while his interrogatives are virtual 
negatives, Prof. Paley is much more nearly 
right than our editor. It is quite natural 
that a construction presenting imagined 
future certainty should be more common 
(and therefore survive in Attic only or 
mainly) in negations. We must apologize 
for dwelling so long on this point, but, as 
we expect scientific scholarship from Mr. 
Sidgwick, a lapse in him is mischievous in 
proportion to his general trustworthiness. 
Having found all the fault we well could, 
we now readily offer a palinode. The edi- 
tion is admirably adapted for the purpose 
for which it is primarily intended, while all 
scholars may study it as an admirable and 
detailed criticism of former editions. Let us 
hope that the undertaking of this compara- 
tively difficult work is a stepping-stone for 
our editor’s risefrom the region of little books.

Mr. McCarrny’s easy pen and ready obser- 
vation of character throw a charm even over 
a story of which the central figure is so un- 
satisfactory as Montana. The hero, who 
derives his name from the district in America, 
a name assumed to hide a homely English 
origin, is endowed physically with a hand- 
some presence and mesmeric eyes, and 
psychologically with a strong will and a 
morbid imagination. His vanity, which at 
first renders him vaguely discontented with a 
life of drudgery at home, affords the motive 
power which makes him become a prophet of 
a social revolution and the pioneer of an 
American Utopia, winning suffrages and 
subscriptions by force of mere persistence 
and the glamour of his physical gifts, but 
not even attempting to reduce his schemes 
to practice. The interest of the novel 
consists in the various relations held to 
him by a group of men and women who 
are more or less attracted by his influ- 
ence. Of these the most interesting are 
Geraldine Rowan, an Irish-American girl, 
whose keen common sense sees through his 
imposture, but whose nerve and will shrink 
from his physical power of persistence, and 
who is fairly forced by his importunate 
pursuit to throw herself into the arms of an 
elderly friend; and one Matthew Starr, 
a fanatically earnest Chartist, who at once 
pins all his faith on the wonderfully sym- 
pathetic adventurer, and whose disillusion- 
ment hastens him to crime and a lament- 
able end. The fire scene, in which the 
‘Church of Free Souls” is burned, and the 
strangely assorted band of worshippers at 
that pagan shrine narrowly escapes destruc- 
tion, is one of the most powerful in the 





book, and goes far to redeem from contempt 
the half-fanatical, half-fatuous prophet. 
Lady Vanessa, too, a masterful lady of rank, 
with a frank courage all her own, and a 
frank want of sympathy with people outside 
her experience for which her surroundings 
have to answer, is a remarkable figure. 
Much interest also centres round the old 
father, whose acquaintance Montana, posing 
as a friend of humanity, inhumanly ignores ; 
while Aquitaine, the man of business; Marion, 
the kind, elderly enthusiast, too much sur- 
rounded by enthusiasts of fewer years and 
anoppositesex; and evenimpulsive, unhappy 
Melissa, the sad outcome of whose petulance 
forms a rather revolting contrast to her 
girlish flippancy, are all good studies of 
character. ‘The Comet of a Season’ will 
not increase Mr. McCarthy’s reputation ; 
but it is pleasant and clever, and there- 
fore not unworthy of him. 

‘Sophy’ displays a great deal of clever- 
ness and still more learning, but it is one of 
the lengthiest novels of its time. It is more 
than a novel; it is the author’s common- 
place book, in which her favourite passages 
from ancient and modern writers are care- 
fully transcribed. Unfortunately this does 
not add to its interest in the reader’s eyes. 
He wants to know, or at least the critic has 
to know, what the story is about and what 
happens to the characters, and for the 
moment he is annoyed rather than pleased 
to have repeated to him the sayings of 
Macaulay, Ludovic MHalévy, Confucius, 
Rochefoucauld, Proteus, and the author’s 
nursery-maid. Yet this is a small selection 
from the list of authorities quoted in the 
thousand pages in which Sophy’s adventures 
are chronicled. Once and once only does 
the author remember that she has been 
wandering from the point. In the second 
volume there is this passage :-— 

‘¢ All this, however, is retrospective. At the 

present moment Sophy is still looking out at the 
widowed cedar, upon the fourth Sunday in Lent, 
and my story has not progressed one whit since 
the commencement of the chapter.” 
The observation is perfectly true, and might 
have been repeated in many places in the 
book. The story is, in fact, not at all long, 
certainly not too long for the ordinary span 
of a three-volume novel; but these three 
volumes have many more than the usual 
number of pages, so closely printed as to 
hold at least twice as much as the usual 
page. This is not a mere guess, as the 
reader may satisfy himself if he will count 
the words on an average page of ‘ nie oi 
and of any other novel he happens to have 
by him. He will find that ‘Sophy’ is long 
enough to make an ordinary novel of seven 
volumes, with seventy pages over. Still 
it must be admitted that the book shows 
cleverness, and even that the story is not at 
all bad. Besides, the author understands her 
public. There is in the air a desire for mis- 
cellaneous learning, and when that is tem- 
pered with allusions which are only not im- 
proper society is pleased. Therefore ‘Sophy’ 
is already obtaining a fair share of popu- 
larity. 

Two tastefully got-up volumes fitly em- 
body the artistic story in which Miss Coxon 
enforces a moral against the unequal a 
of the artist with the profane Philistine. 
worldly Delilah shears away the strength 
of Roland Trench, a young man with the 
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artistic temperament and full of high pur- 
poses in his own way, but too susceptible, as 
is the manner of artists, to mere external 
beauty. Eve Goring understands him, if she 
somewhat idealizes him; and in slighting 
her affection for that of Gertrude Auley he 
makes the false step which it is too late to 
retrieve when, after the tragic end of his 
first marriage, he is united to the woman 
whose influence might have enabled him to 
realize his highest ambition. The tale is 
simple, but strongly told. There is a little 
too much dwelling upon the mere furniture 
and trappings of art, and the author becomes 
prolix when the spirit of the virtuoso waxes 
wanton; but there are some really good 
pieces of description—as that of the old- 
fashioned house at Kensington, with its 
garden and deep grass ‘“‘ which stored up in 
its greenness the sunlight of past years.” 
Max Breynton, the representative of common 
sense and rugged honesty, fares as ill as 
such persons often do, seeing the woman he 
adores turns from him, with lamentable lack 
of spirit, to the old lover who has slighted 
her. 

Miss Jay has left her usual field, perhaps 
seeking a contrast to the theme on which in 
the ‘ Priest’s Blessing’ she spoke so forcibly 
and well. The present scene is laid far from 
the isles of the west and the castle in Con- 
naught her readers remember so vividly. 
Probably most of them will be somewhat 
disappointed by the change. The author’s 
powers of tragic description are as strong 
as ever; but we miss the relief of the clever 
local touches, the by-play of humour, which 
made her Irish stories so lifelike and read- 
able. The present tale derives nothing from 
its scenery. It is laid in Wales, but might 
almost as well be in London. Owen 
Glendower, the Welsh servant, has some 
Welsh characteristics, but is not drawn with 
any confidence or real truth to nature. The 
hero is neither more nor less than a gloomy 
madman, and the plot is the torturing to 
death by fright and nervous irritation of an 
amiable girl, whose only error is her love for 
this maniac. The narrative is largely con- 
veyed through the medium of journals, 
a plan which always involves the danger 
of prolix introspection. The result is that 
Miss Jay has for the first time succeeded in 
wearying the reader. How Richard, who 
was supposed to have been slain in a 
massacre by pirates in the East, returned, 
mutilated and disfigured, to hide himself in his 
deserted mansion, and thence made midnight 
expeditions to frighten his betrothed from 
the marriage which was impending with a 
worthier man, is a sufficiently dreary tale, and 
eked out with his feelings of jealousy and 
self-contempt, his prayers and his remorse, 
constitutes a banquet of horrors which only 
the dyspeptic will thoroughly enjoy. 

Nothing could be more uneventful than 
the life of Ursula Desborough as sketched 
in the opening chapters of ‘In the Spring- 
time.’ She lives and communes with nature, 
a simple-minded girl. Presently she is sur- 
rounded by an intricate plot; she vacillates 
in her choice of lovers without adequate 
reason, and ina manner unnatural in a woman 
so impulsive as she proves herself to be. She 
falls in love with Eric Grey, the rightful hero 
of the story, only to discover immediately 
afterwards that she loves another. This 


is not natural. But the autobiographical 





form in which the story is told places the 
heroine in the position of a special pleader 
defending her conduct throughout as that of 
a ‘true woman.” ‘The sophistry is clever, 
but not convincing. The novel belongs to 
the ‘Jane Eyre’ school. Eric Grey has 
the passion and muscularity of a Rochester, 
and here Miss Henderson-Browne should 
have rested content. But this hero is further 
described as a man of genius and an artist 
gifted with imagination; but it may be 
questioned whether a woman of Ursula 
Desborough’s nature would not have shud- 
dered even at the thought of ‘making a 
holocaust of his work,’’ as she expresses it, 
however distasteful the subject, if she had 
felt that the painting shown to her possessed 
genius. ‘In the Springtime’ is a well- 
constructed story, and the characters are 
drawn by a woman with some knowledge 
of life. The descriptions of Somersetshire 
scenery are excellent. 

Capt. Grant is a prolific writer, and few 
prolitic writers produce good books. Capt. 
Grant is most decidedly not an exception 
to the rule. His novels generally hinge 
upon a military hero’s adventures in war 
and love, and almost all the parts in every 
novel are played by a stock company of 
actors, who simply change uniforms, names, 
and dialect. ‘There is plenty of adven- 
ture in these romances, which makes 
them go down with schoolboys and sub- 
alterns, while the little bits of military 
archeology to be found scattered up and 
down may be attractive to some older 
soldiers. We cannot, however, imagine 
that the refined and educated public take 
any pleasure in reading his productions. The 
military romances, indifferent as they may 
be, are vastly superior to those novels in 
which Capt. Grant seeks to describe high 
life and fashionable society. In the former 
the language of his characters is often 
stilted, absurd, and unlike that which is 
heard in the mess-room or in the field; and 
their adventures, and even every-day acts, 
are not seldom improbable. He has, how- 
ever, picked up a certain knowledge of the 
army. In the non-military novels he is 
terribly at sea, and his heroes and heroines, 
particularly the latter, are singularly vulgar. 
‘Lady Glendonwyn’ is one of tle worst, 
and is, moreover, in places unpleasantly 
prurient. We shall therefore simply advise 
our readers not to try to wade through 
its pages. 

‘My Red Cross Knight’ is a tale of lords 
and ladies, some very bad, some rather 
good, but all vastly fine and fastidious. 
Titles lie scattered on every page, some- 
times five or six together. ‘There are 
the St. Valeries, and the Anneslys, and 
the Woolffes, and the Eagles, and ‘“ my 
Red Cross Knight” himself, who does 
nothing in particular to deserve his 
name or to justify the possessive pronoun, 
and who is _ uselessly drowned in the 
middle of the story. Without taking the 
trouble to count, the aristocratic people to 
whom the reader is introduced may be 
reckoned at about four dozen, an allowance 
sufficiently liberal to secure very elegant 
reading to all who open this courtly chronicle. 

‘Lord Farleigh’ is a passable story, with- 
out any very notable blemishes; but it has 
all been told before, and was hardly worth 
telling again. A Mr. Devereux, cousin to 


| Lord Farleigh and afterwards Lord Far. 
leigh himself, falls in love with the beautiful 
and haughty Valerie Hope. She is much 
sought after, and is not too haughty to like 
it; and Devereux becomes terribly jealous, 
He breaks off their engagement with a few 
insulting words, and then, when he finds 
that he has been mistaken, wants to renew 
the old compact. This is no easy matter 
but he succeeds at last; and that is positively 
all the story. There is no plot or incident, 
except a tumble on the ice; but those who 
like the easy flow of sentiment and polite 
conversation will have little fault to fing 
with the book.

Orr To THE WILDS’ is a good, hearty narrative 
of sport in South Africa, such as boys will re- 
joice in, especially as it is capitally illustrated 
with hunting scenes. A Zulu chief and his two 
young sons, who act as guides, add much to the 
spirit of the story. 

‘Our Captain’ is a story of life at a private 
school. It is religious in tone, but hardly of the 
sort which will attract boys, we should think. 
‘©Oh my !” was not an ejaculation which would 
have been tolerated at school cunsule Planco, 
and generally there is a want of appreciation of 
boys’ ways and prejudices. 

‘Schooldays at Kingscourt.’ is a tale of a more 
stirring type. We fancy there are some anachron- 
isms in the details of external life at the end of 
the last century, but the smuggling incidents 
and the volunteering against the French will 
prove interesting to ingenuous youth. : 

To blacken the character of James II. at this 
time of day seems something hike gilding refined 
gold or painting the lily ; yet this is the task to 
which that ruthless partisan Mr. Reed addresses 
himself in his historical novelette of Monmouth’s 
rebellion. Besides an exceedingly detailed 
account of all the iniquities of that bad time, 
which may be compiled from Macaulay and else- 
where, the author has, if we mistake not, added 
a good many touches of his own to heighten the 
picture. It is difficult to make an account 
of such a period otherwise than interesting; 
yet a good deal of compression would have 
improved it, notably in the long conversations 
among the members of the virtuous party

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‘Christmas Songs and Carols’ is the title of 
an anonymous collection of thirty ditties, ancient 
and modern, bearing on the season of the 
Nativity. Most of the well-known sacred carols 
and hymns are included, together with a few 
that are almost or wholly secular. Among the 
former is an old French song, “‘ Dans cet etable,” 
which is evidently the foundation of Gounod’s 
‘Bethlehem.’ The music of the entire collec- 
tion is for a single voice, with simple pianoforte 
accompaniment, 

‘Jeannie Nairn’s Wee Laddie’ is a genuine 
Scotch picture of the decency under difticulties 
and steadiness of good will which since Jeanie 
Deans’s time have been a familiar theme with 
Scottish writers. The present Jeannie has a 
half-gipsy nephew on whom to spend the con- 
stancy of her love. The boy turns out manly 
and heroic in spite of vagrant instincts and the 
more subtle temptations of civilized life. He 
js true under misrepresentation both to his 
father’s tents and his faithful Jeannie’s teaching, 
and ends by becoming a gallant soldier. 


‘Every Boy’s Annual’ will win the attention 
of youthful readers. We observe in its pages a 
laudable attempt to popularize history, various 
chivalric figures—Francis I., Gustavus, Charles 
XIL, and others—being graphically dealt with. 
The annual also contains the usual anecdotes of 
more modern adventure. As praise must be 
tempered in all cases, we may mention that we 
have seen some of the illustrations before, and 
that some aizcdotes, as that of the Eagle’s 
Crag, have been known to us in simpler guise. 
This special story is quite spoiled, to any one 
familiar with the North, by the Cockney names 
and the bad Scotch of some of the actors. 


‘Every Girl’s Annual’ attains its end, for it is, 
as we know by experience, highly popular with 
girls. The stories are excellent, and indeed 
the whole of the letter-press is worthy of praise ; 
but the illustrations are not what they might be. 
A little improvement in this respect would make 
the annual superior to any of its rivals, 

The children’s books published by the Society 
for Promoting Christian Knowledge are rarely 
wanting in merit, and the nine little books men- 
tioned above will be very welcome to young 
readers who at Christmas time are on the look 
out for something new. These pretty stories are 
prettily bound, a good fortune which children’s 
books rarely enjoy.

The various schools are 
described in readable but somewhat superficial 
articles, which will probably prove interesting 
enough to boys curious to learn something of 
the history and daily life of the schools at 
which they have just been entered, but which 
will be of little use to parents hesitating where 
to send their sons. The glossary at the end, 
which ought to have formed the most impor- 
tant feature, is unfortunately very defective.

At 
the same time the strain on the inventive 
faculties of the designers occasionally produces 
strange vagaries, Messrs. Marcus Ward & Co. 
show in their cards a great deal of taste as long 
as they avoid figures, Some of their decorative 
cards are most sumptuous.—Much the same 
remarks apply to the prize cards of Mr. Raphael 
Tuck. Those of Miss Kate Sadler, Mr. H. 
Allchin, and Miss Balfour deserve high praise ; 
but some of the other designs do not print well. 
On the whole, Mr. Tuck may be congratulated. 
—Messrs. Hildesheimer & Faulkner send some 
cards of more than usual merit. The original 
drawings of Miss L. Aumonier, Miss Kate 
Sadler, and Mrs. Duffield, which the same firm 
publish, have many excellent qualities.

SANSKRIT MSS. IN COREA, 
Oxford, Nov. 20, 1881, 

As the unexpected discovery of Sanskrit MSS, 
in Japan has excited considerable interest, not 
only among the students of Northern Buddhist 
literature, but also among those who are engaged 
in the study of the history of the ancient Indian 
alphabets, I ought to let it be known that Corea 
also seems likely to contribute remnants of 
ancient Buddhist MSS., which have been pre- 
served for centuries in the monasteries and 
temples of that inaccessible country. 

As I pointed out in the preface to my edition of 
the ‘ Vagrakkhedika’ (‘‘ Anecdota Oxoniensia,” 

an Series, vol. i. part i.), Buddhism was 
introduced into Japan, not from China, but 
from Corea. It was to Corea, therefore, that I 
particularly directed the attention of my friends 
in Japan who had undertaken to search for 
ancient palm-leaves for me. If anybody can 
freely penetrate into Corea at the present time, 
it is a Buddhist priest, and one of my kind 
friends in Japan, Mr. Shigefuyu Kurihara, 
actually went there last April in order to see 
whether some ancient Sanskrit MSS. might still 
be in existence there. He was not able to stay 
long, and after his return to Kioto he writes, 
among other things, as follows :— 

‘There is a Corean priest named Moku-an of 
the Kon-gé-zan (Diamond Mountain), who is now 
staying at Kioto. He presented to our principal 
monastery (the Eastern Hongwanzi) one palm- 
leaf MS. Its alphabet seems to be the same as 
that of the MS. at Nara (see Bunyiu Nanjio’s 
* Catalogue Bodl. Japan.’ No. 630), but it comes 
nearer to the Sanskrit types used in French 
editions of Sanskrit texts, 

‘* Besides this, the Corean priest has brought 
with him a copy of a ‘Collection of Dharanis,’ 
which is said to have been published in Corea 
about four centuries ago. It is said that there 
exist some more palm-leaves in a certain 
monastery of the Corean capital. I (Kurihara) 
shall make inquiries about this whenever I have 
an opportunity.” 

Mr. Shigefuyu Kurihara, as I learn from my 
two Japanese pupils, has started since on a 
second journey to Corea, and we may hope that 
he will bring back with him accurate copies of 
any MSS. that may still be found there. A fac- 


simile of the palm-leaf now at the monastery of 
the Eastern Hongwanzi has been promised, and 





: shall not fail to publish it as soon as it arrives 
here. 

Two of our correspondents in Japan, Messrs, 
Kuken Kanematsu and Yiukei Ota, inform us 
that they were told by another Corean priest, 
Mu-fu by name, who is staying at Tokio, that 
there exists an edition of a collection of 
Dharanis published in Corea, but that the 
number of copies was limited, and that it is 
difficult to procure a copy. He also states that 
there are one or two texts of Buddhist Sitras in 
Corea which are unknown in Japan. 

I have likewise received from an unknown 
friend in Japan two works published there as 
late as 1860 and 1862, containing collections of 
Dharanis and Mantras, I hope to be able to 
publish an account of them as soon as I have 
done with Kant, but I may give here a curious 
notice added by the editor of one of these 
volumes, and translated for me by Mr. Bunyiu 
Nanjio :— 

‘The editor has carefully copied the text of 
the handwriting of the venerable Mioye of 
Toganoo (near Kioto), who lived in the thir- 
teenth century. He has collated it afterwards 
with the old copy of this Sanskrit text (in 
Japan), brought to Japan by the Great Teacher 
(Kukai, who returned from China in a.p. 805), 
and some other copy or copies—one found in a 
work called ‘Collection of Mantras made at 
Daigo’ (near Kioto). That collection was made 
by the venerable Zioson (Ziogon of the Yenmai 
monastery, near Tokio) and Ziun of Katsuragi. 
The editor has also put small circles after each 
word, according to a certain work, and added a 
Japanese transliteration.” 

I take the opportunity of calling the attention 
of students interested in this branch of litera- 
ture to some valuable articles published in the 
Annales du Musée Giuimet at Lyons. M. Guimet, 
a gentleman who has made a large fortune in 
Eastern trade, and who is himself a great 
traveller and fertile writer, is making a most 
excellent use of his wealth, setting an example 
which many a rich merchant in England might 
be proud to follow. He has founded a museum 
at Lyons, and endowed a number of professor- 
ships for Eastern languages. He invites natives 
of different Oriental countries to study at Lyons, 
and at the same time to teach their own lan- 
guages to French pupils ; and he has entrusted 
a friend of his, M. de Milloué, with a large sum 
to defray the expenses of any publications which 
may seem to be useful to Oriental scholarship. 
There may be a difference of opinion as to the 
value of some of the publications contained in 
the first three volumes of the Annales du Musée 
Guimet ; but, as bearing on Janan, the following 
articles are very curious aud valuable: 1. 
‘Shidda, Explication des Arciens Caractéres 
Sanscrits, traduit du Japonais par M. Ymai- 
zoumi et M. Yamata’; 2. ‘Conférence entre la 
Secte Sin-siou et la Mission Scientifique Fran- 
caise,’ par M. Guimet. M. de Milloué has pub- 
lished also a French translation of my article, 
‘Textes Sanscrits découverts en Japon,’and added 
to it the fac-simile of a MS. containing the text of 
the smaller ‘Sukhavati-vydha,’ slightly different 
from those on which I had established my text 
of that ancient Buddhist Sitra, published in the 
Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society of London. 
There are other extremély valuable articles in 
these volumes on different branches of Oriental 
literature, and the thanks of every Oriental 
scholar are due to M. Guimet for the liberality 
with which he patronizes Eastern learning in 
France and his generosity in the distribution of 
his publications.

NOTES FROM OXFORD. 
November, 1881. 
I REGRET to find that a paragraph in my last 
communication to you has been misunderstood. 
I then spoke of the anatomical studies here as 
being ‘‘at a low ebb,” and in this statement 
of fact the Regius Professor of Medicine, Dr. 








Acland, has discovered an “ unjust and cruel 
reflection upon the late Prof. Rolleston.” In 
reality nothing was further from my thoughts, 
For Prof. Rolleston I have always felt, and have 
expressed in these columns, the utmost respect 
and admiration, and those who knew him will 
probably be of opinion that his chivalrous nature 
would have keenly resented the idea that hig 
name should ever be invoked to shield from 
criticism anything which deserved to be criti. 
cized. 

Prof. Monier Williams’s scheme for an Indian 
Institute is now so far advanced that a site has 
been purchased at the east end of Broad Street, 
and plans for the building have been submitted 
to the Hebdomadal Council for their approval. 
The architect is Mr. Basil Champneys, and it is 
intended that the Institute shall contain, besides 
a museum, lecture rooms and a reading-room, 

In view of the fact that we hope before very long 
to have a Professor of Archzology in Oxford, 
an attempt is being privately made to form the 
nucleus of an archeological museum, by getting 
together such a collection of casts of ancient 
sculptures and coins as will render the proper 
teaching of the subject less impossible than it is 
at present, and may lead at some future time to 
the provision of a more adequate apparatus by 
the University. At the present moment, how- 
ever, the financial resources of the University 
are in a somewhat exhausted condition. Rents 
have been seriously lowered, and at the same 
time we have incurred very heavy charges in 
connexion with the new Examination Schools, 
the total cost of which will exceed 150,000/., 
and the repairs recently executed in the Bod- 
leian Library. On the other hand, the relief 
which will ultimately come when the support 
of certain professorships is thrown upon the 
colleges, and when college revenues are taxed 
for ‘general university purposes, cannot be 
safely reckoned upon for some time. In the 
meanwhile any increase of expenditure appears 
to be out of the question. . 








THE SARUM AND TREVES MISSALS. 
New Southgate, Nov. 25, 1881, 

THERE is in the British Museum a copy of 
an edition of the Sarum Missal (C. 35, k. 2) 
without place, date, or name of printer. There 
is also in the British Museum a copy of the first 
edition of the missal for the diocese of Treves 
(C. 41, k. 2) on vellum, in the same type as the 
Sarum Missal, and also without date or name of 
printer. The second edition of this missal is 
known to have been printed in 1498. 

The British Museum has recently acquired a 
copy of a missal for the diocese of Basle, with 
the date 1488, and the name-of Michael Wenssler 
appearing in the book as the printer, and, on 
comparing this with the Salisbury and Treves 
Missals before mentioned, I find the types to be 
the same: all three were printed at Basle by 
Wenssler. I think that the fact of a Sarum 
Missal being printed at Basle in the fifteenth 
century wiil greatly interest many of the readers 
of the Athenwum.

CINDERELLA,

I am sorry that I cannot agree with my friend 
Mr. Gomme in his explanation of Cinderella. 
The story, stripped of all extraneous matter, 18 
that of a brilliant being reduced to a state of 
obscurity and degradation, emerging therefrom 
three times (assisted by her dead mother in the 
older and more primitive, by her fairy godmother 
in the later, versions), and finally triumphing.

type of misery and ill-treatment, he pitched upon 
the most holy of all goddesses, upon the first- 
born daughter of Time. k 
Mr. Lang, if I recollect rightly, urged that in 
the primitive family the hearth went to the 
youngest as his share of his father’s inheritance. 
‘As a matter of fact, although Cinderella is as 
often as not the eldest or the middle sister, the 
male counterpart of Cinderella, the Norse Ashy- 
John (Englished by Sir George Dasent, Heaven 
knows why, as Boots), the Goldenlocks of Mr. 
Ralston’s terminology, is invariably, or almost so, 
the youngest son. In all Goldenlocks tales the 
march of the story is pretty much the same: the 
two elder brothers set out to achieve some great 
deed, and fail, when the despised youngest, 
who has sat grubbing in the ashes, tries his 
luck and succeeds. If Mr. Lang’s contention 
js correct, an interesting proof is given of the 
primitive nature of the story, as it 1s not likely 
that a civilized race which did not connect the 
youngest son and the hearth would in its tales 
invariably represent the former as an Ashy-John. 
But the fact, however interesting, cannot be 
looked upon as explaining the story. That can 
only be done through the medium of an entirely 
different order of ideas. ALFRED Nort.

Elliot Stock the detailed plan and prospectus 
of a proposed ‘‘ Journal of Bibliography.” I told 
him that the Library Association might possibly 
adopt it as its official organ, and I pointed out 
that in any case our Association had done so 
much to extend the interest in library and 
bibliographical matters, that the time seemed 
to me to have come when such a venture might 
be made with fair prospects of success. 

Mr. Stock professed to like my scheme very 
much, as, indeed, it appears he did, but stipu- 
lated that we must wait a little before pub- 
lishing. He made me an offer, however, con- 
tingent upon the introduction of certain features 
into my plan, ‘about which,” he wrote to me, 
“T will see you further, later on.” 

Instead of seeing me further, as he had pro- 
mised, Mr. Stock appears at once to have for- 
gotten all about my scheme, and to have set 
about inventing an entirely new scheme of his 
own, which should possess the leading features 
of mine. He announced accordingly to the 
world (but not to me) his intention to bring out 
the Bibliographer, and invited Mr. H..

Macmillan & Co. in about a fortnight. Be- 
sides the account of this famous voyage, of 
the natural conditions of the north coast of 
Siberia, of the animal and vegetable life 
prevailing there, and of the a with 
whom he came in contact in the course of 
the journey, the author has given a review, 
as complete as space allowed, of previous 
voyages of exploration to the Asiatic Polar 
Sea. The illustrations are more than 400 
in number, and include steel portraits of the 
King of Sweden and the chief members and 
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promoters of the expedition, as well as maps 
of the Polar regions, both new and old. 

Mr. Freperick Portock intends to pub- 
lish early next year a volume of collected 
essays. 

As the announcement of the British Borneo 
Company has drawn attention to the subject, 
it may be interesting to some to learn that 
during the month Messrs. Allen will publish 
a book entitled ‘Pioneering in the Far 
East.’ The author, Mr. L. V. Helms, has 
had a long and varied experience in the 
countries he describes. To him were due the 
initiation and development of the mineral 
and agricultural resources of Sarawak, and 
it is understood that from his pages the 
public will at last be able to form a judg- 
ment on certain disputed passages in the 
life of Rajah Brooke. Accounts of Mr. 
Helms’s lite in the island of Bali, and of 
his visits to Siam and Cambodia in the early 
days of their modern history, as well as 
of a more recent journey to the White Sea, 
are included in the volume. An interest- 
ing feature of the work will be the light 
thrown on a question of much interest at the 
present time, ?.c., the influence of the Chinese 
upon the Kastern world and their collision 
with Western powers.

Messrs. Cassern & Co. are going to 
follow the example set by Messrs. Longman 
and Messrs. Smith & Elder, and bring out a 
sixpenny edition of Capt. Burnaby’s ‘ Ride 
to Kiva.’ 

Messrs. De La Ruz & Co. have in prepara- 
tion a new translation of ‘ Rumpelstiltskin,’ 
one of the most popular of Grimm’s stories, 
to be illustrated in colours and black and 
white by Mr. G. R. Halkett. 


Tue first volume of a ‘History of the 
Trish Confederation and the War in Ireland, 
1641-1643,’ edited by Mr. John T. Gilbert, 
F.8.A., editor of ‘Fac-similes of National 
MSS. of Ireland,’ will appear in the present 
month. The work is to be in two volumes 
quarto. Itwill includea hithertounpublished 
contemporary narrative by Richard Bellings, 
author of a ‘Sixth Book to the Countess of 
Pembroke’s “Arcadia,”’ and Secretary to the 
Supreme Council of the Irish Confederation. 
The narrative by Bellings is supplemented 
by the editor with a large body of im- 
portant and hitherto unprinted contemporary 
materials, including letters and statements 
from the Confederates and Peers of Ireland 
to Charles I., Pope Urban VIII., the Kings 
of Trance and Spain, the Emperor of Ger- 


many, Cardinals Barberini, Richelieu, 
Mazarin, &c., with diaries, examinations 
taken on the rack, personal memoirs, 
correspondence, and ordinances for govern- 
ment in Ireland under the Confedera- 
tion. The work, of which but a limited 
number has been printed, will be issued in 
London by Mr. B. Quaritch, of Piccadilly. 


As anthropologists are aware, Mr. R. G. 
Haliburton, Q.C., has been for many years 
engaged in investigating the legends of 
the Pleiades and Great Bear, chiefly in 
Polynesia. During his residence in Canada 
he has greatly enlarged the scope of his 
researches, and expects to produce a volume 
in the spring. 

Mr. G. McCatzt Treat, who has resided 
for a period of twenty years in South Africa, 
has recently arrived in England, bringing 
with him a collection of Kaffir folk-tales 
taken down from the mouths of the natives. 
The tales are now at press, and will be issued 
as a book early next year by Messrs. Son- 
nenschein & Co. They will be prefaced by 
an introduction on the Kaffirs, their customs 
andmythology; and illustrativeand explana- 
tory notes on the separate tales will be added.

Mr. J. L. Mowat, of Pembroke College, 
will edit for the ‘“‘ Anecdota Oxoniensia ” 
series the glossary to the ‘Breviarium 
Bartolomei’ in Pembroke College Library ; 
and a collation of the Harleian MS. of 
Nonius, 2719, which is referred by the most 
competent authorities to the end of the ninth 
or the beginning of the tenth century, will 
be contributed to the same series by Mr. 
J. H. Onions, of Christ Church. 


A sta with a Hamathite inscription from 
Carchemish and a stele with a Phosnician 
inscription from lLarnaka have arrived 
from Malta in the store ship Humber, and 
will be forwarded to the British Museum. 
The Hamathite inscription was formerly 
copied by the late George Smith. 


In the January number of the St. James’s 
Magazine a new serial story will appear, 
entitled ‘A Wicked Woman,’ by Mr. KR.

Francillon.

an unpublished letter of Sir Walter Scott’s 


has been placed at our disposal by the cour. 
tesy of the correspondent to whom it was 
addressed. It gives ina forcible form Scott’, 
well-known opinion of literature as a pro. 
fession. It is dated February 2nd, 189 
when Scott was hard at work on ‘ The Fair 
Maid of Perth’ :— 

‘* Will you excuse my offering a piece of serious 

advice? Whatever pleasure you may find jn 
literature, beware of looking to it as a pro- 
fession, but seek that independence to which 
every one hopes to attain by studying the branch 
of industry which lies most within your reach, 
In this case you may pursue your literary 
amusements honourably and happily, but if ever 
you have to look to literature for an absolute 
and necessary support, you must be degraded 
by the necessity of writing whether you fee] 
inclined or not, and besides must suffer all the 
miseries of a precarious and dependent exist. 
ence.” 
This letter was addressed to the Rev. Charles 
Room, under the impression that Mr. Room, 
then a young man, purposed making litera- 
ture a profession. This, however, was not 
the case, as Mr. Room was at that time pre- 
paring to enter the Christian ministry. 


Mr. W. R. 8. Ratsron told folk-lore stories 
with great success last Saturday in Balliol 
Hall. A large number of undergraduates 
were present, and the Dean of Christchurch 
presided. Miss Ockleston was at the piano. 


Tue weekly paper edited by Dr. Rahmer 
at Magdeburg, with the title of Das Jidische 
Literaturblatt, No. 45, mentions a very im- 
portant discovery made in Palestine, but 
without indicating who is the happy dis- 
coverer. It is stated that at Amoras 
(Amwas ?), the ancient Emmaus and the 
later Nicopolis (a town in the plain of 
Philistia, at the foot of the mountains of 
Judah, twenty-two Roman miles from Jeru- 
salem and ten from Lydda; see Smith, 
‘ Dictionary of the Bible,’ s.v.), a chapiter of 
an Ionic column of white marble was found 
with two inscriptions on it—one in Greek 
characters, having the words Eis 6eds, and 
the second in Samaritan characters, with 


the words ponyd pw p75; ‘« Blessed be 


his name for ever” (Psalm lxxii. 19). Of 
course the Greek would be a translation of 
SPIN PT? (Deut. vi. 5). The Septuagint 
renders usually 7}? by «vpwos ; but if the 
inscription is genuine Oeds would be the 
Greeco-Palestinian translation of ‘‘ Jehovah.” 
Dr. Rahmer mentions that the Samaritan 
characters point to the Asmonwan time, 
when there may have been a synagogue 
in the place. In fact, Emmaus is often 
mentioned in the book of the Maccabees, 
and there was also a school there in the 
Talmudical epoch. No mention is made by 
Dr. Rahmer about the form of the Greek 
characters in this inscription. We must 
wait for fuller and more precise information 
before the date of this inscription can be 
settled. 

Dr. Erwm Grveser, of the University 
of Munich, who had been appointed lately 
Reader of Roman Law at All Souls’ College, 
Oxford, has accepted the Professorship of 
Roman Law at the University of Czernowitz. 


An “Atheneum ” for literary and scien- 
tific discussions has been founded at Rich- 
mond, 
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Life, Letters, and Journals of Sir _ Charles 
‘Lyell, Bart. Edited by his isister-in-Law, 
Mrs. Lyell. 2 vols. (Murray.) 

Ix these volumes Sir Charles Lyell himself 
is made to tell the story of his life. A brief 
autobiographical sketch is followed by 
diaries, kept chiefly, it would appear, for 
the information of his family, and letters 
addressed to his relatives and friends. In 
these the writer relates in an agreeable 
way the incidents of a career which appears 
to have been from youth to age in every 
way fortunate. From the autobiography 
we glean some knowledge of the early dis- 
cipline by which Lyell’s mental powers were 
strengthened, and from which they received 
their special direction towards the study of 
nature. There is something pleasant in 
following the boy catching butterflies in 
the New Forest, when “I had no companion 
to share this hobby with me, no one to 
encourage me in following it up.” No less 
pleasing is it to see him when he 

“became fond of watching the singular habits 

of the aquatic insects, and used to sit whole 

mornings by a pond feeding them with flies.” 

During his schooldays he appears to have 
been driven back on himself by want of 
sympathy. ‘‘I received,” he says, 

“from almost every one beyond my home either 

ridicule or hints that the pursuits of other boys 

were more manly.” 

In that home, however, he found both sym- 
athy and encouragement. His father’s 

oaey, he informs us, 

“supported me in my secret estimation of en- 

tomology, by the number of expensive books on 

the subject which I found there.” 

And he continues :— 

“Many of these were full of plates, but those 
did not weigh so much with me as those written 
in Latin, and full of dry descriptions and hard 
terms, for it was evidence of the learned and 
studious sages who had devoted their time to it.” 
Another characteristic of Lyell in those days 
was his especial fondness for the poetry of 
Milton, Thomson, and Gray. It is amusing 
also to read of his attempts to write Latin 
verses, and especially to hear of his mock- 
heroic piece—suggested by ‘The Battle of 
the Frogs and Mice’—relating the fight 
between land-rats and water-rats in pompous 
verse, the hero being ‘‘a great map-eater, 
having at one meal consumed Africa, Europe, 
Asia, America, and the ocean.” To such 
mental exercises as these may be traced 
those powers that gave eventually to his 
writings the characteristics by which their 
popularity was secured. 

At the age of seventeen Charles Lyell 
matriculated at Exeter College, Oxford. 
From this period the letters and journals 
published in these volumes keep the reader 
intimately acquainted with the growth and 
sg of Lyell’s devotion to geology. 

s. Lyell informs us that 
“Bakewell’s ‘Geology,’ which he found in his 
father’s library, was the first book which gave 

an idea of the existence of such a science as 
geology, and something said in it about the 
antiquity of the earth excited his imagination so 
much that he was well prepared to take interest 
in the lectures of Dr. Buckland, who was at this 
time (1817) at the height of his popularity.” 

In July of that year we find a letter 
Written by Lyell to his father in which 








are the earliest indications of his study of 
recent changes of the earth’s surface. He 
examined the accumulations at Yarmouth, 
which is a delta formed at the mouth of 
the Yare. When first these sands rose, by 
the opposition of the sea-tide and river, 
Norwich was a great seaport, the violence 
of the tide being kept off by that bank and 
the estuary filled up with “fluviatile de- 
tritus.” The Yare then wound through the 
present marshes, and entered the sea north 
of Yarmouth. 

In the autumn of the same year Lyell 
visited Staffa, and thus had an opportunity 
of studying the igneous rocks of Iona, which 
impressed the young man so strongly that 
we find him writing ‘ Lines on Staffa,’ which 
are stated to be “but the beginning of a 
subject.” From this time there are un- 
mistakable indications of an endeavour to 
explain all the geological formations of 
Europe—most of which he visited—by the 
influences of slowly but constantly acting 
causes, rather than the violent forces of 
grand catastrophes. Eventually we find the 
young geologist, in 1825, contributing a 
paper ‘On a Recent Formation of Fresh- 
water Limestone infForfarshire,’ and subse- 
quently one, printed in the Zdinburgh Journal 
of Science, ‘On Serpentine Dyke in Forfar- 
shire.’ His attention was now seriously di- 
rected to the evidences of uniformity of action 
in producing terrestrial changes, not merely 
in the Tertiary formations, but in the older 
rocks. The published letters and _ his 
journals inform us of the difficulties which 
were constantly arising in Lyell’s mind 
during the period devoted with untiring 
industry to the construction of his hypo- 
thesis—that ordinary forces and time were 
quite sufficient to account for all geological 
phenomena. ‘I complain,” Lyell says, 


“that in attempting to explain geological 
phenomena the bias has always beer on the 
wrong side ; there has always been a disposition 
to reason @ priori on the extraordinary violence 
and suddenness of changes both in the inorganic 
crust of the earth and in organic types, instead 
of attempting strenuously to frame theories in 
accordance with the ordinary operations of 
nature.” 

If by the light derived from these 
volumes we read the first chapters of the 
first edition of the ‘Principles,’ we shall 
discover in Lyell’s examination of the 
dreams of the ancients and the guesses of 
the cosmogonists, that there is always a 
lingering over the consideration of those 
hypotheses which lean towards the views 
which he was from the first evidently 
nursing, aud to which he subsequently gave 
currency in his treatise. Lyell eventually 
found in Hutton’s ‘Theory of the Earth’ 
the bold exclusion of all causes not sup- 
posed to belong to the present order of 
nature; but he was disposed to demur 
to the theory of subterranean fires, which 
Hutton supposed were ever active. Prof. 
John Playfair’s ‘Illustrations of the Hut- 
tonian Theory of the Earth,’ however, 
rendered popular and perspicuous those 
views which the elder philosopher had 
left obscure, and many ingenious specula- 
tions were brought prominently forward 
and cleared of the obscurity which was 
given to them by the lingering love for such 
poetical speculations as those in Burnet’s 
‘Sacred Theory of the Earth’ and in Wood- 





ward’s ‘Natural History of the Earth.’ 
Playfair’s book took full possession of 
Lyell’s mind, and after an evidently most 
careful study of its well-arranged chapters 
he constructed his own hypothesis, and 
adopted the following words as the motto to 
the first edition of his ‘ Principles’ :— 

‘* Amid all the revolutions of the globe the 
economy of nature has been uniform, and her 
laws are the only things that have resisted the 
general movement. ‘The rivers and the rocks, 
the seas and the continents, have been changed 
in all their parts ; but the laws which direct those 
changes, and the rules to which they are subject, 
have remained invariably the same.” 

The editor of this life of Sir Charles 
Lyell says :— 

‘The geological works of Sir Charles Lyell 

are the best monument which he has left to the 
world as a record of his labours in science, but 
something more may be desired to be known of 
the life of one who loved nature’s works with an 
intensity which was only equalled by his love of 
truth.” 
This is perfectly correct. But we find much 
evidence in his own letters and age of 
Lyell’s impatience when any telling argu- 
ments are brought to bear strongly against 
his adopted views. After the publication of 
the ‘ Principles’ he was peed by many 
geologists, who saw in the vast disturbances 
exhibited in some mountain chains evidences 
of great convulsions. Lyell was always 
angry at these attacks. 

In 1837, for example, he wrote a letter to 
Prof. Whewell, in which he defends himself 
from the objections made to his doctrine 
of “uniformity” by Prof. Sedgwick in 
his anniversary address to the Geological 
Society in 1831. This letter is written in a 
good spirit, and places the ‘ Principles of 
Geology’ and the theory it endeavours to 
establish in a satisfactory position. He 
explains, as a uniformitarian, the system 
of terrestrial changes in accordance with 
the ordinary operations of nature in obedi- 
ence to fixed laws, and endeavours to con- 
vince the catastrophist that paroxysmal 
phenomena were only exceptions to the 
universal rule. This letter, written forty- 
three years since, being read by the lights 
of the present day, places Lyell high in the 
ranks of our natural philosophers. It, 
however, shows the great difficulty of 
removing from the eyes of one who is the 
author of an hypothesis the glasses through 
which he has examined the phenomena 
which he has endeavoured to explain. 

A glance at the letters addressed to his 
a re friends will show that Sir Charles 

yell possessed singular steadiness of pur- 

ose. To the end of his days he never 
ost an opportunity of securing information, 
either from individuals or from published 
works, which supported his own views. It 
appears almost impossible for him to re- 
ceive with an unbiassed mind any statement 
which tended to disturb his hypotheses ; 
and even where he has yielded to the force 
of evidence, and changed his views as they 
regard some special condition, he has care- 
fully protected the foundation of his hypo- 
theses from any serious disturbance. It 
cannot be denied that Sir Charles Lyell did 
more than any other man to place geology 
in the position of a science. Up to the 
days of Playfair geology was purely either 
charlatanic or empirical. Playfair, in his 
endeavours to place the thoughts of Hutton 
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in accordance with his philosophy, lifted 
geology from its uncertain position. Lyell 
was convinced by the reasoning of Playfair. 
He seized upon the lay-figure of that philo- 
sopher and clothed it. Not only so, but he 
tinctured it deeply with the dyes of modern 
thought. 

Sir Charles Lyell’s industry was very 
great. We find, from the list of papers 
given by the Royal Society, that he pub- 
lished in his own name _ seventy-four 

apers on original inquiries, and five others 
In association with well-known men of 
science. In addition to the ‘ Principles of 
Geology’ we have the ‘Elements of Geology,’ 
published in 1838; the ‘Travels in North 
America,’ issued in 1845; his ‘Second Visit 
to the United States,’ in 1849; and the 
‘ Antiquity of Man,’ which was published in 
1863, and passed through three editions in 
that year. 

The letters and journals printed in these 
volumes render any formal biography un- 
necessary. Still it would have been very 
satisfactory if Mrs. Lyell had given more 
comprehensive notes than the meagre ones 
with which she has introduced each chapter. 
These two handsome volumes, however, are 
a pleasing monument to a man who has left 
a most distinguished name in the annals of 


geology. 








Suicide: an Essay on Comparative Doral 
Statistics. By Enrico Morselli, M.D. ‘‘In- 
ternational Scientific Series.” (C. Kegan 
Paul & Co.) 

Dr. Morseri1 is a distinguished Italian 

alienist and chief physician to the Turin 

. asylum. As a psychologist he belongs to 

the most advanced physiological school, re- 

presented by Maudsley, Bain, and Herbert 

Spencer, and most of his references through- 

out the volume point to English authors as 

his principal guides on speculative ques- 
tions. In this careful and laborious mono- 
graph, however, he has worked up the 
subject mainly from the statistical point of 
view, in a manner which rather reminds us 
of Buckle’s crudest and most wooden per- 
formances. That the book is able and 
sometimes forcible cannot be denied, and, 
in spite of its translator, it is eminently 
readable; but at the same time it leaves 

a vague impression upon the reader that 

Dr. Morselli has hardly grasped the true 

meaning of the thinkers whom he wishes 

to follow. His treatise is meant to be 

a polemic in favour of determinism as 

— to free will; yet we are often in- 

clined to doubt whether he has not confused 

determinism with fatalism, and figured 
human action to himself as the outcome of 
some superior power coercing the will from 
without, rather than as the natural result 
of fixed and roughly calculable motives 
influencing the will from within. It is true 
there are places where he clearly recognizes 
the fact that the so-called laws of human 
action work through motives; but there are 
also places where he speaks as though these 
laws overbore the individual spontaneity 
altogether, limiting its activity by some in- 
comprehensible external compulsion. In 
short, he seems still to hold the determinist 
theory in the rough and undeveloped form 
given to it by Buckle, rather than in the 
modified and carefully guarded form given 
to it by the later physiological psychologists. 





Allowing for this fundamental twist in 
Dr. Morselli’s conception of his subject, we 
must acknowledge that he has manipulated 
his figures both thoroughly and conscien- 
tiously. His aim is to show that suicide 
does not, on the average, result from any 
mere freak of individual fancy, but is a 
determinate outcome of certain given social 
and physiological conditions; and he cer- 
tainly succeeds in proving very fully, by 
most minutely dissected tables, how little 
originality there is in mankind—how much 
the same conditions produce in the long run 
the same results everywhere. To begin 
with, taking all the Eurcpean statistics, the 
influence of climate, seasons, days, and 
hours is considered, showing, for example, 
such curious results as that more suicides 
take place in the first few days of each 
month and week than at any other times. 
Next we pass on to the ethnological in- 
fluences of race, stock, and nationality, the 
Teutonic blood being peculiarly prone to 
suicide, while the Slavs are comparatively 
unaffected. The map of the frequency of 
suicide in Great Britain might also be taken 
for a map of the comparative density of 
Teutons and Celts; though we must confess 
that other conditions affecting the two ele- 
ments of our population—say, for example, 
in North Wales and in the Home Counties— 
seem to us absolutely to neutralize the value 
of the ethnological induction. After these 
facts we are given the tabular results of 
comparisons of social influences—civiliza- 
tion, religion, education, economic conditions, 
density of population, and urban or rural 
life. Sex, age, and other biological facts 
are then considered, together with the in- 
dividual motives; and finally we are shown 
that even the methods and places of suicide 
follow certain regular ‘laws,” or are gov- 
erned by motives which are approximately 
similar in large bodies of men. Thus in 
England, for a long series of years, the 
number of persons who killed themselves 
by poison, by drowning, by hanging, or by 
shooting remained each almost constant 
with a singular regularity. 

What Dr. Morselli never seems to recog- 
nize is the fact that all these generalizations 
are only of interest or value when translated 
into the subjective language of motives. If 
we could see a perfect chart of the molecular 
workings of a human brain which was 
making up its mind to commit a certain act, 
we should be none the nearer a compre- 
hension of its aim unless the molecular 
movements were translated for us into their 
equivalent subjective terms. So, when we 
are told that suicide is high on the quater- 
nary alluvial soils, less high on the tertiaries, 
and progressively lower on the secondary 
chalk, the primary limestones, or the fun- 
damental granite, we are no nearer a com- 
prehension of the question than at the 
beginning, unless we are shown how these 
conditions affect the social and individual 
life. Such a connexion of the generaliza- 
tions with the realizable subjective states is 
seldom vouchsafed us, and so a large part 
of Dr. Morselli’s volume seems really to 
work upon the old lines of ignotum per 
ignotius. 

The general conclusions of the book are 
that suicide is most common in the most 
civilized communities, and that at pre- 
sent, at least, it tends to increase with the 








advance of civilization. It is, the author 
thinks, a natural concomitant of evolution 
an inevitable result of the struggle i. 
existence under the conditions of modern 
society. These conditions make the brain 
the chief instrument of the struggle 
and so produce madness or suicide (which 
latter Dr. Morselli evidently regards as a 
morbid mental effect allied to insanity) 
among those individuals who are beaten jin 
the race. It can be prevented, if at all 
only by better moral education and disci. 
pline for the masses; though the author does 
not tell us how such means could be made 
to counteract the primordial necessity for the 
weaker going to the wall. In one place, 
indeed, he hints that the only real check 
consists in restricting the pressure of popu- 
lation; and, to say the truth, it is difficult 
to see how, with his premises, he can 
logically come to any other conclusion. 
But this pregnant hint is soon dropped for 
a little ineffective conventional talk about 
giving force and energy to the moral cha- 
racter. If the problem is, as Dr. Morselli 
believes, how to feed an increasing number 
of people with an almost stationary number 
of loaves, it is hard to see what good can 
be done by strengthening the moral cha- 
racter of the supernumeraries. Altogether 
the book, though interesting, is melancholy 
reading; but that may of course be the 
fault of nature and society, not of Dr, 
Morselli in person. 








ZOOLOGICAL BOOKS. 


A Handbook of the Vertebrate Fauna of 
Yorkshire. By W. Eagle Clarke and W. Deni- 
son Roebuck. (Reeve & Co.) — Coincidently 
with the meeting of the British Association at 
York appeared this handy little manual on 
the vertebrates of the largest of our English 
counties. It certainly supplies a want, inasmuch 
as previous to its publication any one desirous 
of obtaining information upon the subject was 
compelled to have recourse to various works, 
some of them difficult of access and most of 
them out of date. The volume of the book is 
slightly swelled by the plan adopted by the 
authors of inserting all the 717 marine and 
terrestrial vertebrates whose occurrence has been 
recorded in the British Isles, so as to make the 
work also serve as a complete nominal catalogue, 
with remarks confined to the Yorkshire species ; 
but, bearing in view that.of the above no less 
than 513 are recorded from this great county, 
no fault is to be found with this arrangement. 
On the contrary, such a catalogue can hardly 
fail to prove of practical utility, and will afford 
a ready means of comparison with other counties. 
The specialist will, of course, direct his principal 
attention to the family of his predilection, but 
no one can fail to be interested in the admirable 
introduction, descriptive of the physical aspect of 
the county and the distribution of its Fauna 
consequent upon the diversity .of its natural 
features. In the wild mountainous district of 
the north-western fells the marten probably still 
survives ; its crags yet harbour the raven, the 
buzzard, and the peregrine falcon ; whilst Mal- 
ham, the largest of its tarns, is noted as being 
the only locality in the county—and one of the 
very few in England—where the tufted duck is 
known to breed. It is also notorious among 
anglers for the malformed trout which inhabit 
its waters. Descending to the Craven pasture 
lands, the visitor passes by Gisburn Park, 4 
remnant of the ancient forest of Bowland, 
where a mixed and degenerate race of wild 
cattle survived until 1859 ; and at Mytton, close 
to the Lancashire border, is found the rare and 
very local natterjack toad. Crossing the moot 
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lands, with their characteristic avifauna, and the 
fat marshy land of the central plain, with the 
decoy for wildfowl at Hornby Castle, now the 
only survivor in the county, the highlands of 
Cleveland are reached, where the last Yorkshire 
wild cat was killed, This is also the only district 
in Yorkshire where the roe-deer can be proved 
to have existed in the wild state. We believe, 
but are not quite certain, that Dorsetshire is 
now the only county in England in which it is 
stil] indigenous. On the chalk wolds, their cha- 
racteristic feature, the great bustard, has long 
since succumbed before the spread of cultivation, 
and one of the most interesting portions of this 
book is that which gives the history of its decline 
and gradual extinction, more than half a century 

0. Ornithologically, however, the richest divi- 
sion of Yorkshire was Holderness, the triangular 
patch lying south of the wolds, and bounded by 
the North Sea and the Humber, but high farm- 
ing has broken up many a stronghold of marsh 
birds; and in view of the material improve- 
ments of science the lover of nature may only 
grieve where he must not complain. On the 
coast also the increase in steam navigation and 
the augmentation of population and commerce 
have driven the seals, formerly so numerous at 
the mouth of the Tees, to seek more congenial 
haunts ; but the shores of Redcar still present 
unusual attractions for the ichthyologist, and 
Flamborough Head even yet claims, although 
not unchallenged, to be the most densely popu- 
lated breeding resort of sea-fowl in England. In 
migratory birds Yorkshire is especially rich, and 
out of the sixty-five accidental visitants here 
recorded, it is claimed that four of them have 
not been known to visit any other locality in 
Britain. With so good a book it is with regret 
that we find it necessary to say a few words cal- 
culated to moderate a pardonable vanity on 
the part of a naturalist who can hardly help a 
little special pleading for his county ; but on 
this and several other points he doth protest too 
much. As regards that rarest of reported visi- 
tants to the British Islands, the cuneate-tailed 
gull, Mr. Clarke tells us that, ‘“‘although there is 
a discrepancy of dates in the two versions pub- 
lished at the time of the occurrence, there is no 
ground for doubting its genuineness.” Certainly 
it is the species it professes to be, but that it 
was ever shot in Yorkshire, or even in Britain, 
we do not for one instant believe. It made its 
appearance under the auspices of Graham, the 
notorious bird-stuffer of York, and we have it 
on the authority of the first living amateur taxi- 
dermist of the day that it has undoubtedly been 
mounted from a preserved skin, and not froma 
freshly killed specimen. Nor was it necessary 
to enhance the well-known rarity of the species 
by stating that not half-a-dozen specimens of 
it are known to exist, when reference to the 
Ibis, 1875, p. 487, and the Proceedings of the 
Zoological Society, 1878, p. 208, would have 
shown him that the existence of at least eleven, 
and probably thirteen, examples was well 
authenticated. There is little, if any, reliance 
to be placed upon the ‘‘ recorded” nesting of 
the redwing in Yorkshire, and certainly none 
what ever uponthat of the orphean warbler ; 
whilst as regards the occurrence of the pine 
grosbeak, for which the authority of Mr. J. H. 
Gurney, jun., is apparently cited, a reference to 
the original article by that naturalist shows by 
the context, which is not quoted, that he dis- 
missed it as unworthy of consideration. When 
a compiler is straining every effort to make a 
score for his county, it is probably more than 
can be expected from our fallen nature that he 
should play the devil’s advocate, and be severe 
in his criticisms of claims for admission ; yet 
some, at least, of these blots must be pointed 
out, lest they should mislead the weaker 
brethren. Nor, although Yorkshire may be 


the northern limit of the range of the nightin- 
gale, is it so completely the hub of the universe 
as to be at the same time the southern breeding 
limit of the curlew and the dumlin, for both of 





these species breed abundantly on the wastes of 
Cornwall, and the latter species has even been 
shot from its nest on the southern shores of 
Spain. Apart from these and other trifling 
blemishes, the work is an excellent one of its 
kind, and shows great and painstaking research 
on the part of its authors. 

Report on the Migration of Birds in the Spring 
and Autumn of 1880. By John A. Harvie 
Brown, John Cordeaux, and Philip Kermode. 
(Sonnenschein & Allen.)—This is, we believe, 
the second annual report in which infor- 
mation, systematically obtained by means of 
schedules supplied to the keepers of light- 
houses and light-ships on the English and 
Scotch coasts, in Iceland and Farée, and in 
Heligoland, as to the passage of birds to and 
from the British Islands has been made public. 
Though in this second year of the undertaking 
there has been little, if any, increase in the 
number of stations from which returns have 
been obtained, yet it is most satisfactory 
to find that such returns as have been sent 
in show signs of much more careful work, 
evidently due to the rapid increase in the 
interest felt by the observers in their work. 
Any man, however circumstanced, may find 
a certain special and indescribable charm, 
only to be learned by experience, in watching 
the ways of birds; and that men shut out of 
the world in lighthouses should experience this 
charm in a special degree, birds being almost 
their only visitors, is natural. It is therefore 
a work of true charity to direct the interest of 
these men to work of this sort. But, of course, 
a far greater justification of the undertaking is 
the fact that the observations thus carefully 
registered will in time become very valuable 
data from which scientific answers to many 
interesting questions, concerning migration and 
the causes and instincts which lead to it, may be 
derived. In this latter respect it is satisfactory 
to find that the makers of this report fully 
recognize the necessity for patience and the 
collection of abundance of data before drawing 
any conclusions. ‘‘ Birds,” writes one of the 
reporters, “in the early autumn do not, it is 
evident, migrate for lack of food, for the young 
of the Limicole are on our coast at a time when 
the supply of insect food in high northern 
latitudes is the most abundant; and our own 
insect-eating birds are often away long before 
there is, or can be, any falling off in food. On 
the same grounds it is not changes in the seasons 
which can induce young birds, having no know- 
ledge from experience, to return south in the 
heat of the Arctic latter-summer ; as to the how 
and the why of the whole matter we must be 
content for the present to say nothing, but con- 
tinue to collect facts.” Imitating this wise 
discretion of the reporters, we may content our- 
selves with commending the care with which the 
present bundle of statistics has been prepared, 
without attempting to draw any conclusions from 
such fragmentary data. It may, however, be 
suggested that as such statistics interest, not the 
general public, but the more or less scientific 
bird-lover, it would be better to print many of 
the returns in tabular form. One example, 
chosen at random from among many, will illus- 
trate what we mean. On p. 16 the movements 
of gannets at Pentland Skerries are thus re- 
corded: ‘‘ July 19th, 30—40, flying E., wind 
N.E., 9 a.m. to 5 p.m.; 20th, 50, flying E., wind 
fresh N., 9 a.m. to5p.m.; 21st, 60, flying E.,” 
and so it goes on for many more lines. Printed 
thus in a continuous paragraph, it requires a 
certain mental effort to follow these statements, 
whereas if they were printed in tabular form 
their meaning would be evident at a glance. 
With this slight exception there is nothing but 
what is worthy of much praise in the present 
report. 

The Guests at Home. A Sequel to ‘The 
Guests of Flowers.’ By C. E. Meetkerke. 
(Griffith & Farran.)—-This seems to us by no 
means so good as the author’s former volume. 








That gave a pleasant though far too slight 
account of the relations between flowers and 
insects, and probably opened up a new chapter 
of natural history to the children for whose use 
it was intended. This merely describes the 
habits of bees, a subject which has, of course, 
been treated of again and again, much more 
thoroughly and with far greater ability. How- 
ever, allowing for occasional affectations of style 
which even children are likely to resent, this 
little book—only sixty pages of very large print 
—contains some not uninteresting, if not very 
novel, information. 





BOTANICAL BOOKS. 


Notes and Thoughts on Gardens and Woodlands, 
Written chiefly for Amateurs. By the late Frances 
Jane Hope. (Macmillan & Co.)—This is asingu 
larly suggestive book, written by a very practical 
and accomplished woman. Miss Hope of Wardie 
delighted in flowers and understood the manage- 
ment of a garden. She wrote her experiences 
from time to time in the various gardenin 
papers, and her friends have here reprinte 
many of them. Some of these notes are short 
essays, some are the merest fragments, but there 
is hardly one which does not show both thought 
and knowledge. One of her experiments, which 
is said to have been eminently successful, was 
to fill her empty beds in winter with variegated 
kail of different colours. She was a great lover 
of the old herbaceous plants, and used to pro- 
test against the extravagant lengths to which 
bedding-out is carried, saying that the chief good 
of bedding-out is that it ensures the beds being 
properly dug over. Besides the notes on garden- 
ing proper there are some very sensible remarks 
on ‘‘ Flowers for the Poor and the Sick” and ‘‘On 
Arranging Cut Flowers.” Few books of the class 
have lately appeared from which so many useful 
hints may be gathered. 

A Pocket Guide to British Ferns. By Marian 
S. Ridley. (Bogue.)—We fear that this book, 
with its technical descriptions of ferns arranged 
in tables, will rather frighten ‘‘those com- 
mencing the study of ferns,” for whom it is in- 
tended. The reader, unless already a botanist, 
will probably find some twenty words in each 
description which he will not understand. He 
is warned not ‘‘to pass on from a single one” 
without having thoroughly mastered its meaning, 
and is referred to an index ; but the index does 
not give the meaning, and refers back again to 
some previous page. All this seems a very 
clumsy arrangement, but the book may no 
doubt have its value for those who know their 
subject, and merely wish for a scientitic list. 
For beginners no elementary book of this kind 
can be satisfactory which does not give illus- 
trations. Many of the ferns are very much 
alike, and it is not easy to master their differ- 
ences from a verbal description. 

Les Orchidées: Histoire Iconographique. Avec 
une Revue Descriptive des Espéices cultivées en 
Europe. Par E. de Puyt. (Paris, Rothschild.) 
—tThe fancy for orchids is spreading on the 
Continent as well as in this country. While 
single specimens of a rare variety still command 
prices reckoned by scores—nay, sometimes by 
hundreds—of pounds, there are plenty, of great 
beauty and interest, which may now be had for 
a few shillings. Vast numbers are imported, 
and collectors are despatched by our enter- 
prising nurserymen to get more. It is dis- 
turbing to think of the extermination that 
must befall these extraordinary plants in course 
of time. On the other hand, expert hybridizers 
are raising in our stoves forms which have no 
existence in nature, and some of which at least 
more than rival in beauty the wild types. 
Again, the profusion of these flowers gives an 
opportunity for study of which botanists are not 
slow to avail themselves. By their investiga- 
tions the at first sight very bizarre and com- 
plicated structure of the flowers has been 
reduced to a simpler plan, and a flower which 
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by its exceptional form might seem to rebel 
against ordinary laws of symmetry is shown to 
be a modification of a simpler type not unlike 
@ crocus or an iris. The purport of all these 
grotesque and varied shapes has been well illus- 
trated by Mr. Darwin, whose book on the 
fertilization of these plants has attracted so 
much attention. The present work, though 
the compilation of a Belgian, is very French 
in its treatment. It touches in a light and 
rather diffuse style on the organization of 
orchids, their geographical distribution and 
cultivation, while the latter half of the volume 
is devoted to an alphabetical list of the genera 
of the order with indications of a few of the 
more prominent species. Though very com- 
prehensive in scope, the work is by no means 
exhaustive in treatment ; still it will be useful 
to the amateur and to one about to form 
a collection. The woodcuts are numerous and 
of good quality. Most of them are from the 
columns of the Gardeners’ Chronicle. In addi- 
tion there are fifty coloured plates, of varying 
degrees of merit as works of art; but if they are 
intended to show what French gardeners can do 
in the way of cultivation, it is evident that our 
countrymen have not much tc learn from their 
brethren across the Channel, 








MAPS AND ATLASES. 

THe Map of Western Palestine, from surveys 
conducted for the Palestine Exploration Fund 
by Lieuts. C. R. Conder and H. H. Kitchener, 
just published by Mr. Stanford, places the results 
of the labours of the officers named within reach 
of the public at large. The scale (1: 168,960 
or % inch to the mile) is sufficiently large to 
admit of the introduction of every desirable 
detail, whilst the technical execution presents a 
pleasing contrast to the very uncouth manner 
in which the one-inch map has been executed 
ky the Ordnance Survey authorities at South- 
ampton. Perennial streams and dry water- 
courses are carefully distinguished ; the hills are 
printed in brown, and there are numerous alti- 
tudes. The sites of ruins are indicated, but only 
a small number of Scripture names is given. The 
map is, in fact, one of Palestine as it is, and, we 
presume, will be supplemented by another show- 
ing the sites hitherto identified, and accompanied, 
it is to be hoped, by an exhaustive memoir giving 
the authorities. No traveller in Palestine or 
student of Biblical archzeology can afford to do 
without this map, which reflects credit alike 
upon the association by whom it was conceived 
and the officers entrusted with its execution. 

Guido Cora’s Carta Speciale della Reggenza di 
Tunisi, scale 1 : 1,500,000, is carefully executed, 
as are all the works of that eminent Italian 
geographer. It is accompanied by ‘‘ Note Carto- 
grafiche sulla Reggenza di Tunisi,” which vir- 
tually present us with a history of the explora- 
tion of Tunis, in which Italians have had a 
prominent share. 

Dr. G. Wenker in his Sprach-Atlas von 
Nord- wid Mittel-Deutschland (Strasbourg, K. J. 
Triibner ; London, Triibner & Co.) has struck 
out quite a new path in the matter of linguistic 
maps, a path, however, upon which, owing to 
its laboriousness, only few are likely to follow 
him. His map of Northern and Central Ger- 
many consists of thirteen sheets, but as each of 
these will be produced in thirty-six editions, to 
exhibit minor dialectic differences, the whole 
atlas will consequently contain no less than 468 
sheets. The materials for this stupendous work 
have been procured by means of schedules for- 
warded to over 40,000 schoolmasters and others, 
and filled up by them, we are told, with rare 
exceptions, in a thoroughly satisfactory manner. 
The boundaries laid down upon the maps, of 
which only six are at present before us, are 
designed to illustrate no less than 274 phonetic 
and flexional peculiarities which the dialects of 
Germany present as compared with modern High 
German, The result is somewhat bewildering. 





The sweet simplicity of the old dialectic bound- 
aries will have to yield to a more complex 
arrangement, and many of the features now for 
the first time brought out will prove quite a 
revelation to the philologist. It may safely be 
affirmed that no other country possesses a map 
of its dialects so thoroughgoing as promises to 
be this atlas of Dr. Wenker, and as the written 
language is everywhere modifying dialects it will 
soon become next to impossible to collect mate- 
rials for works of this nature. 

We have received Parts IX. and X. of Mr. 
G. Phillips Bevan’s Statistical Atlas (Johnston), 
which illustrate the ‘‘legal condition” of the 
United Kingdom and its railway system. The 
railways are coloured according to companies, 
whilst the ‘‘legal” map exhibits the seats of 
courts of justice throughout the country. 

Herr E. Marno’s Aufnahme des mittleren 
Bahr el Abiad und des Bahr el Se raf, published 
in the last number of the Mittheilungen, em- 
bodies a vast amount of patient labour under- 
gone between September, 1879, and March, 
1880, during the time the author was engaged 
in removing the ‘‘sudds,” or barriers of matted 
vegetation, which periodically put a stop to the 
navigation of the Upper Nile. The accompany- 
ing article abounds in interesting information 
on the végime of the Bahr el Gebel. Herr Marno 
has made a similar survey of the Bahr el Ghazal 
as far as the Meshra el Rek, which still awaits 
publication. 








ANTHROPOLOGICAL NOTES. 

M. AMEGHINO is preparing a monograph on 
the discoveries made in the quarries at Chelles, 
which are considered to be of great importance, 
as flint implements are found there not only in 
beds corresponding to those at St. Acheul, but 
also in lower deposits and belonging to an earlier 
type, thence called the Chellean. 

M. Eugéne Duchesne, in dissecting the body 
of a Mozambique negro twenty years of age, 
who died recently of pulmonary consumption, 
discovered, both in the thoracic and abdominal 
viscera, peculiarities which he describes as retro- 
gressive, and which Dr. Pozzi also considers to 
be indications of a reversion towards an inferior 
organization. 

M. Thulié has prepared for the Society of 
Anthropology of Paris a series of anthropo- 
logical instructions to travellers as to the Bush- 
men of South Africa, which is, in fact, a com- 
plete and well-arranged summary of the results 
of all known observations of the anthropological 
characters of these people. 

M. Bordier has been investigating the history 
of the plague called sweating sickness, with the 
view of showing that the blonde races of Europe 
have a special aptitude for it. It first appeared 
in 1485, during the wars of the Roses. From 
that date to 1551 he counts five epidemics of it 
in England, in each of which only the English 
suffered, even those Irishmen, Scotchmen, and 
Frenchmen who were in London at the time 
escaping, as Caius remarked. It did extend, 
however, to Denmark, Sweden, and Norway, 
and to many parts of Germany. In 1652 
modified form of it appeared at Leipzig, and 
while the English form has died out now for 
more than three hundred years, this continental 
form has continued to appear to the present 
time. The places in which it has raged, how- 
ever, are all (according to M. Bordier) those in 
which the blonde type prevails. In the dis- 
cussion which followed the reading of this paper 
at the Paris Society of Anthropology it was 
evident that several members thought M. Bor- 
dier’s generalization too hasty. 

As to the discovery by Prof. Ragazzoni of 
human remains in Tertiary deposits at Castene- 
dolo in Italy, M. Gabriel de Mortillet has ex- 
pressed the opinion that the bones themselves 
belong to a later period than the beds in which 
they were found. In saying so he avowed him- 
self, however, an ardent partisan of the exist- 
ence of an intelligent being, very closely allied 





to mankind, during the Tertiary period. M. Je 
Marquis de Nadaillac, by whom the attention 
of the Paris Society was called to these dis. 
coveries, has contributed to the Revue d ’Anthro- 
pologie a memoir on the pottery of the ancient 
inhabitants of America, well illustrated by wood. 
cuts of thirty-four typical specimens. 

The list of recent additions to the Broca 
Museum shows with what zeal the study of 
anthropology is being pursued in France, ‘The 
museum contains of skulls alone more than 6,000 
specimens. <A catalogue is being prepared for 
publication. 





ASTRONOMICAL NOTES, 


THERE seems to be very little doubt that the 
interesting comet (f, 1881) discovered by Mr, 
Denning on the 5th of October is moving now 
in-an elliptic orbit whose period is about nine 
years ; and that it is the same comet which wag 
observed at the end of 1819 and was at first sup- 
posed to have a period of about five years, the 
orbit having been much disturbed in the interim 
by planetary perturbations, which have had the 
effect of increasing the length of the period, 
Thecomet passes very near the orbits of Jupiter, 
Mars, and the earth, and still nearer that of 
Venus, which it approaches within two millions 
of miles. 

Dun Echt Circular, No. 40, contains some 
particulars of a new comet which seems to have 
been discovered by Mr. Wendell at Harvard 
College Observatory, Cambridge, U.S., on the 
17th of November. From observations on that 
and following nights, Mr. S. C. Chandler com. 
puted an orbit by which it appears that the comet 
is increasing in brightness and will not arrive in 
perihelion until early next February. The place 
for to-night, December 3rd, is R.A. 23% 61", 
N.P.D. 42°15’. Although the provisional order 
of this comet is g, 1881, it will reckon in the 
final numeration amongst the comets of 1882, 
Onthe other hand, Faye’s periodical comet, which 
was observed in the autumn of last year, not 
passing its perihelion until January of this year, 
will take its permanent place as Comet 1, 1881, 

An able discussion of the orbit of the splendid 
comet of 1861 (the second comet of that year) by 
Herr Kreutz, a pupil of Prof. Schénfeld, of Bonn, 
appears to prove that its period of revolution 
amounts to about 409°4 years. 

A volume containing a valuable and important 
series of observations of double stars, made at the 
Naval Observatory, Washington, by Prof. Hall, 
has recently been published. The measurements 
comprised in it are principally those made with 
the 26-inch refractor from 1875 to 1880, Prof. 
Hall’s charge of that instrument having com- 
menced in July of the former year; but in 
order to make the collection of his own observa- 
tions of double stars complete, he has included a 
few made in the year 1863 with the equatorial 
of 9°6 inches aperture, which raises the whole 
number of observations to 1,614. With regard 
to the interesting question of the close com- 
panion stars of Procyon, with which its variable 
proper motion has been supposed to be con- 
nected, Prof. Hall says, ‘‘I have never been able 
to see any of these companions that would stand 
the test of sliding and changing the eye-piece, 
turning the micrometer, &c., and am, therefore, 
doubtful of their existence. This is an interesting 
star for the powerful telescopes of the future.” 

Admiral Mouchez communicates to the French 
Institute (Comptes Rendus for October 31st) a 
paper by M. Bossert, giving the results of an 
elaborate calculation of the orbit of Tebbutt’s 
comet (b, 1881), founded on the greater part of 
the observations made in both hemispheres from 
May 21st to September 29th. He finds that the 
comet was in perihelion on the 16th of June, 
and that it is moving in a very excentric elliptic 
orbit with a period of about 2,954 years. 

The Nautical Almanac for 1885 has just been 
issued, the contents and arrangement being “ the 
same generally as those of the preceding year. ’ 
We may remark that Prof. Young, of the Col- 
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lee of New Jersey, is scarcely right when he 
says, in the admirable book he has just published 
on the sun, that ‘‘ the British Nautical Almanac 
still uses 8°95” as the sun’s equatorial hori- 
zontal parallax ; for the Almanac for the current 
year, published in 1877, is the last in which that 
value is used, and 8”°85 is adopted for 1882 and 
succeeding years, including the volume for 1885, 
now before us. But we may agree with Prof. 
Young that in all probability even this value 
should be somewhat reduced, and that the solar 

rallax does not really differ much from 8”'80, 
corresponding to a mean distance of 92,885,000 
miles. The places of the moon are, as before, 
computed from Hansen’s Tables, and in forming 
the right ascensions and declinations Prof. 
Newcomb’s corrections, which are given at the 
end, have been applied. The only remarkable 
phenomenon in 1885 will be a total eclipse of 
the sun on the 8th of September, of which, how- 
ever, the line of centrality only crosses land in 
New Zealand.

Ouvry, deceased, and Dr. W. Legg was thereupon 
elected.—The bust of Mr. F. Ouvry, by Mr, M. Wood, 
having been presented to the Society, a vote of 
thanks to Mrs. Ouvry and the family was proposed 
by Mr. O. Morgan, seconded by Mr. P. C. Hardwick, 
and carried unanimously.—The bust of the late Mr. 
T. Wright was also presented to the Society by the 
subscribers, and the presentation was accompanied by 
a few graceful words from Mr. Brabrook, who called 
attention to the services rendered to archeology and 
literature by Mr, Wright.—The Report was read of 
the Stonehenge Committee, appointed by the Society 
last year to examine the condition of the megalithic 
remains, with a view to their preservation, and to 
advise on the expediency of re-erecting some of them 
in their former vertical position. — Considerable 
discussion ensued on this subject ; the Report itself 
of the Committee was far from being unanimous. 
The balance of opinion in the meeting seemed to be 
in favour of leaving the stones alone, and the sug- 
gestion which met with most approval—if anything 
was to be done at all—was to place concrete round 
the bases of the stones which now threatened to fall. 





Roya Society oF LITERATURE.— Nov, 23.—Mr. 
J. Haynes in the chair.—Mr. J. E. Benham and Mr. 
8. Deane were elected Members.—Mr. Trelawny 
Saunders read a paper ‘On the Survey of Western 
Palestine as executed by the Officers of the R.E. 
employed by the Palestine Exploration Fund,’ in 
which he gave a detailed account, of the highest 
geographical value, of the work which had been 
done during seven or more years. The survey, he 
stated, extended from the Kasimeyeh, or Litany, 
Tiver on the north to Gaza and Beersheba on the 
south; and from the Mediterranean to the river 


surveyed covers more than six thousand square 
miles, and two additional years have been occupied 
at home by the surveyors in preparing their maps 
for publication. The general results, as briefly as 
possible, are: a large map. on the scale of one inch to 
the mile, in twenty-six sheets; a reduction from 
this large map, on the scale of about 2} miles to an 
inch ; numerous special plans of towns, buildings, 
and ruins; with a list of more than nine thousand 
names of places, a remarkable proportion of which 
have been identified with those recorded in the 
Bible or in ancient history. ‘The society hope to do 
the same useful work for the districts east of the 
Jordan, Moab, &c., wherein are many sites of great 
interest to the scholar and Biblical student, but 
which have hitherto been but scarcely known, 
and in no sense scientifically surveyed. This new 
work has been commenced, and, according to the 
most recent advices, is progressing satisfactorily.

The drawings of wooden 
tombs in Borneo, by Mr. Carl Bock, show architec- 
tural design apparently derived from the roof-pro- 
jections of pagodas of Cochin-China, The flute 
played with the nostrils may be traced from India 
where it is said to havea ceremonial use to prevent 
defilement through touching a_low-caste mouth) 
through South-East Asia into Borneo, to the Fiji 
Islands, and down to New Zealand. Among the 
traces of mythical ideas having spread from Asia 
into the South Sea Islands, Mr. Tylor mentioned the 
notion of seven or ten heavens and hells, apparently 
derived from the planetary spheres of the Pytha- 
goreans. The Scandinavian myth of the fishing up 
of the Midgard serpent bears, as Prof. Bastian, of 
Berlin, has pointed out, a striking resemblance to 
Maui’s fishing up the island of New Zealand ; and 
the Maori myth of the separation of heaven and 
earth has one of its best representatives among the 
Dyaks of Borneo, Leaving the question of race on 
one side, it is becoming more and more certain that 
much of the culture of the Polynesians came in some 
way from civilized nations of Asia—On Fijian 
Riddles,’ by the Kev. L. Fison.— On the Stature of 
the Inhabitants of Hungary,’ by Dr. J. Beddoe.— 
‘Noteson the Affinity of the Melanesian, Malay, and 
Polynesian Languages,’ by the Rev. R. H. Codring- 
ton.—The discussion on Mr. Codrington’s paper was 
adjourned to the next meeting, on December 13th.

Science Gossiy. 


WE are in receipt of the ‘ First Annual Report 
of the United States Geological Survey,’ by 
Clarence King (Washington, 1880), from which 
students of the geography and geology of America 
will be pleased to learn that the work, hitherto 
carried on by independent parties, only too 
frequently at variance with each other, will 
henceforth be directed by the office of which 
the author of this report is director. The 
surveys hitherto carried on by Dr. Hayden, 
Major Powell, and Lieut. Wheeler will be dis- 
continued. Mr. Clarence King received his 
appointment in May, 1879, and a considerable 
portion of his first year’s tenure was necessarily 
spent in the organization of a staff, which con- 
sists of fifteen gevlogists, nine topographers, 
a chemist, a photosrapher, eight clerks, and 
six messengers and watchmen. The United 
States west of the 100th meridian have been 
mapped out into four geological divisions, each 
with its independent staff and headquarters. 
In addition to the conduct of geological and 
geographical surveys, a variety of other duties 
devolves upon this new Government office, such 
as the thorough examination of mines and the 
collection of trustworthy mineral statistics, the 
want of which has been much felt in the United 
States. The report just issued gives promise 
of excellent work. It mentions, as being nearly 
ready for publication, a ‘ Report on the Geology 
and Mining Industry of Leadville in Colorado,’ 
by S. F. Emmons; a description of the Com- 
stock Lode, which in twenty years has yielded 
325,000,000 dollars’ worth of bullion, and whose 
shafts and galleries have a length of over 230 
miles, by G. F. Becker ; a paper on Lake Bonne- 
ville, which covered the basin of Utah in the 
glacial age, by G. K. Gilbert; and last, not least, 
a general and final report on the work carried 
on under Dr. Hayden, prepared by that eminent 
geologist himself, who, we are glad to find, is 
on the staff of the ‘‘ new survey.” 

Dr. Amr Bovis has recently died at Vienna 
at the advanced age of eighty-seven years. It 
is stated that M. Boué has published more than 
two hundred works on geology, natural history, 
and geography. Since 1848 M. Boué has been 
a member of the Academy of Sciences of Vienna. 
M. Ami Boué in 1829 was elected Honorary 
Member of the Geological Society of London, 
and he was a recipient of the Wollaston Medal 
in 1847. 

Dr. Kart Peters died at Graz on the 7th 
ult., at the age of fifty-seven years. He was 


Professor of Mineralogy and Geology in the 


University of Graz, and the author of several

Mrs. Ernest Hart, the wife of the editor of 
the British Medical Jowrnal, has written two 
papers, on the number, size, and colour of the 
blood corpuscles in health and disease, and on the 
symptomalogical value of the indications to be 
derived from this method of observation, which 
have been presented to the French Academy of 
Medicine by Dr. Noel Gueneau de Mussy, who 
summarized their contents and highly eulogized 
the matter and critical method as showing a true 
scientific spirit. 

M. PrincsHem, of Leipzig, has issued his 
‘Recherches sur le Rédle de la Chlorophylle 
dans les Végétaux,’ which is illustrated with 
sixteen plates. The work is published by Engel- 
mann. 

Messrs. Henry Newron and WALTER P. 
JENNEY have issued their ‘Report on the 
Geology and Resources of the Black Hills of 
Dakota’ ina volume of nearly six hundred pages, 
with many woodcuts and a folio atlas of eighteen 
plates in quarto. This very interesting volume 
contains chapters on the mineral resources of the 
Black Hills, by Mr. W. P. Jenney, and on the 
botany, by Prof. Asa Gray.

A BC of Gothic Architecture. By J. H. 
Parker. Illustrated. (Parker & Co.) 


AuTHovcH it is seldom seen in this coun- 
try, the square shape adopted in this little 
volume is probably the most convenient of all 
for every-day use; it is neither too large 
for the pocket nor too small for the table ; 
the lines of type are not long enough to 
fatigue the eye, nor are the pages so short 
that the reader must needs be always turn- 
ing over the leaves. The book is intended 


to serve as an introduction to the know- | 


ledge of Gothic, or rather English Gothic, 
architecture and architectural ornaments, 
including the so-called Norman develop- 
ment of the Romanesque style, and many 





of the woodcuts were employed in the 
concise ‘Introduction to the Study of Gothic 
Architecture,’ to which Mr. Parker declares 
the ‘A BC” tobea “ stepping stone.” The 
volume is what its compiler intended it to 
be, a compendium of the outlines of the sub- 
ject so arranged that if not, as Mr. Parker 
declares, a child, at least any ‘‘ young 
person” of average intelligence, may readily 
learn to distinguish examples of each 
style. To this “A B C” is appended 
a concise essay ‘On the Late, or Debased, 
Gothic Buildings of Oxford,’ which is 
signed “O. Jewitt.” It is, within its 
limits, a masterpiece of criticism and 
analysis. It is a duty, nevertheless, to 
protest against the esthetic if not the ethical 
‘‘moral” to be drawn from the following 
passage, which says that in the fifteenth 
century ‘‘conventional forms were in a 
great measure abandoned, and it seems to 
have been rightly and truly considered that 
the fittest ornaments for the House of God 
were faithful copies of His works; and so 
long asthis principle continued to be acted on, 
so long did Gothic architecture remain pure.” 
If the writer means that ‘‘faithful copying” 
of natural forms, such as foliage, is a nobler 
practice in art than that of conventionaliz- 
ing types of enrichment, his dictum is un- 
sound. Let the reader turn to the cuts on p. 
101, and he will find side by side two wood- 
cuts of sculptured caps: 1, a lovely piece of 
stiff-leaf foliage from Westminster Abbey, 
1250, a pure specimen of architectonic art, 
displaying the culmination of Gothic in 
the Early English style; and, 2, an example 
from Beverley Minster, a cap which is dated 
but ten years later, and still it is much 
more advanced and is very far from being 
florid; it was the obvious intention of the 
sculptor to make a “faithful copy” of 
natural forms. Yet there is more of “art” 
—7.e., human intelligence and skill intel- 
lectually guided—in the stiff-leaf foliage 
which copies nothing in nature, but epito- 
mizes the characteristics of one of her most 
lovely manifestations, than in the more 
laborious and ‘ faithful” example from 
Beverley. Compare with the above the 
cuts (p. 153) of sea-weed wreaths incrusted 
on, but not developed from, the abaci and 
vases of the caps they enrich, but do not 
intelligently adorn. These caps are dated 
1320, and already show the decadence of 
design from its purest type. At Beverley 
the transition to florid decoration can be 
studied to much advantage. The student 
who will consider the relative merits of 
the tomb of Archbishop Walter de Grey 
in York Minster, 1255, and of the Percy 
shrine at Beverley has the whole question 
before him. Apart from this important 
point, Mr. Jewitt’s essay is an admirable 
history of late Gothic architecture at 
Oxford, where there is much that is almost 
bewildering to those who know how late 
are the structures which in their general 
appearance seem to belong to much more 
ancient times. 

Mr. Parker rightly praises the draughts- 
manship of Mr. Henry Jewitt, who cut on 
the blocks the drawings made by his brother 
Orlando for architectural works. This clever 
wood-cutter is truly described as ‘being 
able to cut the finest line of any one in the 
trade’’; but Mr. Parker’s conclusion that 
‘‘the finest lines necessarily produce the finest 





woodcuts”? will be endorsed by no 

The fact is that more art and skill wers 
required for the spirited illustrations of y 
de Caumont’s ‘ Abécédaire ’—a book which 
ought to be revised, translated into English 
and republished—than for the charmingly 
bright and neat productions of the brothers 
Jewitt, although we admire them as much 
as anybody can. 








“Tome XXVI. de la Collection” of L Art 
the last completed volume, fully sustains the 
character of that publication. The military pen 
drawings of M. E. Detaille, and the sketches of 
landscapes at the Salon, drawn by the painters 
themselves, are charming ; but the reproductions 
of pictures by English artists, which are not 
autographic, are decidedly unfortunate. The 
cause is obvious. Among articles in this volume 
are four by Dr. G. Frizzoni on the old masters’ 
drawings exhibited at Milan, which, although 
pedagogic and presumptuous in tone, are full of 
labour and learning. Entirely opposite in 
character is one of a series of comments on 
engravers of the fifteenth and sixteenth cen. 
turies, by Prof. Sidney Colvin, who writes 
about Martin Schéngauer most agreeably. A 
strong protest against the evil ways of “re. 
storers ” occurs under the title of ‘ Vandalisme,’ 
the writers of which heartily condemn the 
Venetian culprits and the ignoramus who defaced 
the picture of Heer Jan Van Beers. Very 
readable and welcome is ‘ Vasari et la Critique 
Moderne,’ by E. del Monte, a spirited and 
appreciative defence of the “‘good Giorgio” 
against ‘‘ certains critiques d’outre Rhin,” and 
their followers nearer home. Some of the 
larger etchings are very good—see M. 0. E. 
Wilson’s ‘ Scheveningen,’ after Mr. Boughton’s 
picture ; ‘Rue St. Julien-le-Pauvre, Paris,’ by 
M. L. Gautier; and ‘La Rue du Haut Pavé,’ 
by the same. 


Tue Transactions of the Institute of Architects, 
Session 1880-81, contains many excellent essays 
and some papers of permanent value. Among 
those which have more than temporary interest 
are Messrs. Price’s account of Roman buildings 
at Morton, Isle of Wight ; ‘ Persian Architecture 
and Construction,’ illustrated, by Messrs. C. P. 
Clarke and T. H. Lewis ; and Mr. J. J. Steven- 
son’s trenchant assault on “‘ restorers ” and their 
doings, entitled ‘ Historical Documents.’ That 
architects no longer confine their studies to 
drawings of old buildings, in order that, like 
children with ‘‘ puzzles,” they may piece frag- 
ments together, is shown by the fact that in 
these Transactions there are elaborate papers on 
sanitary arrangements and electric lighting. 








CHRISTMAS BOOKS. 


Some of these volumes are fit for the drawing- 
room table, some for the nursery. Among the 
former is Pictures from the Orkney Islands, by 
Mr. J. T. Reid, a sequel to the author's 
‘Art Rambles in Shetland,’ which we reviewed 
some years ago. It is similar in treatment, 
binding, illustrations, and typography. The cuts 
are not equal to their forerunners, indeed most 
of them are little better than rough diagrams; 
but as they represent many curious things and 
out-of-the-way places, they are welcome. Each 
cut is accompanied by a note, historical or de- 
scriptive, and generally sufficient for the purpose. 
Some of the cliff views, such as that of the 
craigs of Goultie, deserved better prints; the 
are among the grandest things of the kin 
Mr. D. Douglas, of Edinburgh, is the pub- 
lisher.—A much more complete, ambitious, 
and larger book is Mr. S. A. Drake’s Heart of 
the White Mountains, their Legend and Scenery, 
with illustrations by Mr. W. H. Gibson (Chatto 
& Windus). The White Mountains are in New 
Fampshire, U.S., and they contain so much 
beautiful scenery, and so many spots conse 
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gends, that hotels and other means 
for “opening up” the district have not been 
supplied in vain. For all we know, even 
this book, which is full of delightful wood- 
cuts, may owe its existence to some enter- 
rising innkeeper. The letter-press is flimsy, 
but the illustrations are charming examples of 
that manner of engraving which has puzzled 
so many publishers and artists on this side 
of the Atlantic. —Cats Cradle Rhymes for 
Children, by E. Willett, is illustrated with 
spirited but rather showily coloured designs by 
Mr. ©. Kendrick, and published by Messrs. 
Strahan & Co.—Eva’s Mulberry Tree, with 
coloured illustrations by E. L. Seeley (Seeley, 
Jackson & Halliday), is similar to the last. 
Some of the cuts are very pretty.—Messrs. 
Marcus Ward & Co. have issued At Home, by 
J.G. Sowerby and T. Crane, which comprises 
verses for children and many fairly well designed 
illustrations, which have been coloured with ex- 
ceptional good fortune. Among the best prints 
are ‘Black Diana,’ ‘Phoebe,’ and ‘Dot’s Letter.’ 
‘Miss Rhoda,’ a girl in a garden, reminds us of Mr. 
G. D. Leslie—The Merry Nursery comes from 
Messrs. Strahan & Co., and has a good many 
clever and more commonplace woodcuts suitable 
for young children. The letter-press will be 
acceptable to the same class of society.— With 
the last book may be ranked Messrs. G. Rout- 
ledge & Sons’ Punchinello’s Picture Book, in 
which the cuts are not so good. The account of 
Punchinello and his numerous adventures is a 
somewhat elaborate but readable story. The 
cover is hideous.—The pictures in A Winter 
Nosegay (Sonnenschein & Allen) are crude in 
colour; the woodcuts do not lack spirit.—Some 
of my Little Friends, by Mrs. 8. Barker, is pub- 
lished by Messrs. G. Routledge & Sons, contains 
common coloured prints, and the letter-press is 
rather too serious for infants.—Messrs. Griffith 
& Farran have sent us Grandma’s Attic Treasures, 
by M. D. Brine. The verses are spirited and 
pathetic, and there are many charming wood- 
cuts, the execution of which is better than the 
designs. —Roses and Holly comprises ‘‘ pen and 
pencil pictures from the poets,” published by 
Messrs. W. F. Nimmo & Co. The text consists 
of extracts from all sorts of well-known works, 
which, with the cuts, make the volume an illus- 
trated ‘‘ Elegant Extracts” without the prim 
but real refinement of that venerable compila- 
tion. A large proportion of the illustrations are 
excellent and full of spirit, although possessing 
little solid value.

WINTER EXHIBITION OF CABINET PICTURES IN 
OIL, DUDLEY GALLERY. 

Amone nearly four hundred and fifty cabinet 
pictures in oil there must be some examples of 
merit, but the works before us are so nearly on 
a level in quality that it is difficult to select 
instances of peculiar excellence. This collection 
of mediocre although agreeable pictures almost 
defies analysis from its numbers, and its general 
mediocrity renders the task of selection trying. 
However, it is gratifying to notice how much 
higher is the technical standard of the artists of 
the day than that of their predecessors, and 
tobe able to say that so many tolerably good 
works could not have been brought together 
twenty years ago. Selection of some sort 
being indispensable, we give the result of a 
survey of the collection, but, while noticing 
some works, feel that we may have overlooked 
a few equally deserving. We may begin with 
the studies of Mr. H. Moore, of which the 
frst, but not the best, is Blue-Bell Time, 
& Sketch in the Woods (No. 40), showing with 
taste, natural truth, and spirit, strata of blue 
flowers spread under the thin foliage and 

een the stems of trees in spring time, the 
Whole dashed with sunlight and covered by a 
warm ashy-bluesky. In Summer in the Channel 
(273) there are abundance of air charged with 
vapours, a rich blue sky, and bluer waves 





that, crowned with foam, turn and fall quickly. 
This little picture has the brilliancy of an enamel. 
—Mr. Val. Prinsep’s Sweet Pale Margaret (58) is 
a head of a beautiful young lady, ably and solidly 
modelled, but not irreproachably drawn. The 
carnations are less clear than her pallor demanded. 
Her sculpturesque features charm by their high 
breeding ; her expression is fine, and marks a 
serious, noble mind.—Very cleverly painted, but 
somewhat heavy in tone and dirty in colouring, 
is Mr. W. D. Sadler’s Feast Day (101), a servitor 
bearing an all too small sirloin to his abbot’s 
table. Apart from the rather superficial humour 
of the expression, this is really an effectively 
painted and powerful but heavy portrait of the 
staircase of a modern house, which is rich in 
light and shadow, and a Franciscan friar’s brown 
frock. 

No picture here is so delightful as Mr. 
Hughes’s brilliant and tenderly harmonized 
figure of a damsel trying the effect on her own 
dress of a tissue scarf embroidered with flowers. 
Called Beauty in the Palace of the Beast (149), it 
shows the fresh and stately maiden holding the 
scarf so that the light passes through it. This 
delicate and refined picture embodies an idea 
which is charming and original enough to 
deserve thoroughly searching treatment. A 
firmer and more precise touch and greater 
elaboration would give solidity to the whole 
and develope all the attractions of the design. 
—Mr. H. Goodwin’s Bad Times (160) repre- 
sents with powerful colour and rich tones a 
group of old red houses on the bank of a 
river under glowing evening light. The style 
of this picture, although fine and sound, has 
not secured a good place for it.—The two 
contributions of M. Fantin are worthy of him. 
They are Zinias (162), various red, orange, and 
white blossoms artistically grouped in a jar and 
solidly painted and ably drawn; and Flewrs 
d’ Eté(180), being white, red, and yellow blossoms, 
painted to match the last-named work.—Early 
Autumn (189) presents Mr. J. Clark as a land- 
scape painter who has produced a careful, but 
rather chilly and opaque, view of a row of 
elms, cornland without light or richness of 
colour, and an old gardener at work. The pic- 
ture lacks air and brightness, and, while dealing 
with sunlight, contrasts of light and shadow. 
These defects are nearly redeemed by the 
sincerity of the painter, who has imparted much 
of nature to his work.—Very cleverly painted 
is Mr. F. Barnard’s Sunny Afternoon (207), a 
view of an old house and garden, their lawns 
and gigantic chestnuts in broad sunlight. A 
‘“‘moral” is imparted by the figure of an 
old lady who is happy in being led by a pretty 
little girl—Mr. E. Holliday has laboriously, 
solidly, and successfully depicted artists’ colours 
and instruments and a finished picture in his 
capital little representation of The Raw Material 
and the Manufactured Article (171). — Mr. 
Hetherington’s Tares (291) proves his appre- 
ciation of a delicate effect of tone and colour 
in a view of a coast, extending over the sea, 
the air being suffused by greenish light 
while the meadows are clad in low-lying mists. 
The effect is unusual, and, being loyally treated, 
is very acceptable.—A capital piece of still 
life, by Mr. E. G. H. Lucas, is called Time 
tries all Things (411), old books piled on a table 
with a well-used portmanteau and an ancient 
violin. The clear and solid treatment of the 
picture would have been more attractive if 
richer tones and warmer tints had been employed. 
—It is seldom that Mr. A. Stocks is fortunate 
enough to render with unaffected pathos a 
sorrowful design like that which he has simply 
and carefully embodied in Her Last Sacrament 
(414), the scene of which is a cottage bedroom 
where the family of an old and dying woman 
attend her viaticum.—‘‘ The best of friends must 
part” (431) is by Miss J. Hayllar, and shows how 
successful has been the care expended on a 
little open daylight view of a modern room and 
hall, their furniture and adornments. A gentle- 





man bids adieu to his parting friend. So much 
on the most striking pictures in this gallery. 

General commendationis due to Mr. Helmick’s 
Weather Prophet (18), an old fellow looking from 
a garret window.—Mr. Muschamp’s Labour of 
Love (29) is a pretty view of a sunny garden, 
where ladies are attending flowers.—There is 
plenty ofsunin Mr. J. O’Connor’s Street in Verona 
(56), along vista of houses, verandahs, and wide 
eaves.—Mr. T. Blinks promises to be a first-rate 
painter of dogs, at least his ‘‘ Here they come!” 
(71), where pointers bound over a fence, could 
hardly be fuller of spontaneity or more expres- 
sive.—Mr. Thornely’s Dutch Boats (77) feli- 
citously shows such craft at anchor and in 
warm evening air. — The Venetian Water- 
Carrier (79) of Mr. Yeames comprises a com- 
monplace illustration of the employment of 
black, white, and red in the garments of a 
woman with copper pots suspended by a yoke on 
her shoulder.—Falmouth Harbour (91), by Mr. 
E. Hayes, gives pleasantly a calm sea in bright 
silvery weather.—Mr. R. G. Somerset has in 
Canal Scene, Venice (99), given us a luminous 
study of Italian daylight.—Mr. D. Fisher’s 
Grey Afternoon on the Yorkshire Coast (97) dis- 
plays his nice sense of the gradations of air and 
receding cliffs. —A Corner in Venice (158), by Mr. 
A. F. Hughes, depicts glowing and rosy light on 
ancient houses. —Bad Fishing Weather (94) has 
found a deft interpreter in Miss M. Capes, who 
has given justly the tone-relationship of a white 
coble on yellow sands.—In Mr. T. F. Dicksee’s 
Charmian (141) we cannot find anything more 
valuable than aslight improvement on the art of 
the ‘‘ Book of Beauty.”—The bust of a young 
lady in an old German costume, which Mr. 
G. K. Terrell calls A Long Time Ago (223), 
can boast of a bright expression and bright 
clear colours, but its execution is somewhat 
mechanical. 





NOTES FROM ATHENS. 


Greece has taken part in no mission to Egypt, 
so that it cannot boast of a museum of Egyptian 
antiquities like Paris, London, Berlin, Rome, 
Turin, Leyden, &c. On the contrary, till last. 
year she possessed very few pieces of Egyptian 
technique. Some solitary specimens were in- 
cluded in the collections here, especially those 
of the Archeological Society. But what the 
resources of the State had not made possible 
has been supplied by the munificence of an in- 
dividual. The rich Greek merchant Johannis 
Dimitriu, who, with all the enthusiasm of a 
virtuoso, kept for years collecting at Alexandria, 
where he resided, has presented his admirable 
collection to the Greek Government to be ex- 
hibited in Athens. I have already told the readers 
of the Atheneum of this gift, and I have only 
deferred supplying an exact description of it till 
the whole was accessible to the public, as it now 
is. It is not to be forgotten that this is a private 
collection, and that it cannot be compared with 
the celebrated museums I have mentioned, nor 
can one expect to find in it large monuments 
exhibited in halls decorated for the purpose. It 
is rather an antiquariwm, containing chiefly 
statuettes and coins. It has been exhibited in 
the Polytechnicum, in rooms facing the Pre- 
historic Museum, which contains the objects 
discovered at Mycenz, Spata, Menidi, and 
Nauplia. The other museums of Athens are 
open free to the public, but the expense of 
installing the Egyptian and Mycenean museums. 
has caused the imposition of a payment of a 
franc, which includes the admission to both 
collections. It might be expedient to introduce 
a similar charge in the other public galleries. 
The vails now given to the custodians could 
then be abolished, and the surplus could be 
devoted to explorations. 

To return to the collection of Johannis 
Dimitriu: it consists of over a thousand objects, 
rings, amulets, scarabei of every kind, neck- 
laces, terra-cottas, glass bowls and alabaster 
vases, Obelisks, statuettes of animals of various 
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kinds, standing and sitting figures of gods and 
goddesses, &c. I cannot attempt a catalogue of 
the collection, still some objects deserve par- 
ticular mention. No. 1is a lovely statuette of a 
princess, whose rcbeis adorned with several bands 
ef niello work. No. 10 is a figure of a cat with 
eyes made ofamber. No. 539 is an otherwise ugly 
statuette of alabaster representing Harpocrates. 
Of the Phta figures No. 75 is remarkable, a 
whole group with a worshipper kneeling in front. 
No. 224 is a statuette of Anubis with ears and 
necklace of niello. No. 865 is a small tessera 
of ivory with a bearded head in relief. No. 908 
is a figure, about a métre high, made of sycamore. 
She represents a woman who is busying herself 
before a trough making bread. This somewhat 
corroded figure is very like the similar figure 
made of limestone which is at Boulak, and of 
which there is a drawing by Bourgoin in the 
‘Histoire de l’Art’ of Perrot.Chipiez, p. 74. 

A more interesting part of the museum is the 
collection of coins. The main portion of it is 
known through the catalogue, in two volumes, 
published in Paris (1869-1872) by Feuardent. 
M. Achilles Postolacca, the curator of the 
national collection, undertook to arrange these 
coins. He has followed the same system with 
several variations in detail. The collection is 
now richer by several hundred specimens than 
it was in Feuardent’s time. The whole consists 
of 4,828 examples, of which 83 are gold, 473 
silver, and 2,057 copper. Only 602 are exhibited. 
Of the 27 gold coins exhibited one is the dodeca- 
drachm of Queen Berenice II., the wife of 
Ptolemy Euergetes I. This highly interesting 
coin has a diameter of thirty-four millimétres 
and weighs 4,273 grammes. M. Postolacca 
has divided the collection into seven classes. 
The first two pieces are exhibited under the 
mame of Aryandes. One of these is No. 1 in 
Feuardent’s catalogue. Aryandes was a satrap 
of Egypt under Cambyses, and, according to 
Herodotus, led by a desire for independence, he 
wished to imitate the pure gold coinage of 
Darius, and struck very pure silver money. To 
this satrap, eventually assassinated by order of 
Darius, Charles Lenormant, and _ still more 
decidedly his son Francois, has attributed these 
pieces (‘Monnaies des Lagides,’ p. 169). His 
hypothesis has been combated with weighty 
arguments by Brandis (‘Das Miinz- Maas- und 
Gewichts- Wesen in Vorderasien,’ Berlin, 1866, 
p. 233). M. Postolacca also thinks that these 
coins are not to be attributed to Aryandes ; he 
has, however, in order not to exclude them from 
the collection, placed them under his name with 
a mark of interrogation. This collection of M. 
Dimitriu is particularly rich in coins of Nomes, 
and Feuardent declared it to be, when he cata- 
logued it, the completest of all known cabinets 
in this respect. He bewailed, however, the ab- 
sence of coins of two Nomes, Heliopolitis and 
Metelitis. Since then M. Dimitriu has acquired 
specimens of these two prefectures, and conse- 
quently the whole of fifty known Nomes figure 
in his collection, and, in accordance with the 
special stipulation of the donor, all the coins of 
the Nomes are exhibited. This general notice 
may serve to give an idea of the valuable gift 
which hasendowed Athens with another museum. 

Of excavations there is nothing to report. But 
as our city is growing, and building and rebuild- 
ing are going on, discoveries are made from time 
to time. In taking down a house in the 
Cathedral square, near the place mentioned in 
one of my letters in the summer, two blocks of 
marble were found, on which there was an in- 
scription in three lines, which is somewhat 
fragmentary, but is read thus :—

The architrave on which it was engraved had 





been used for other purposes two or three times, 
and hence the confused character of the inscrip- 
tion. But it is clear from the fragments that the 
subject was the erection of a large building with 
a portico, and that it was erected in the reign of 
Honorius and Arcadius by Severus Aetius, who 
was probably the well-known general, although 
we do not know of him that he was appointed 
Proconsul of Achaia. Unluckily the purpose of 
this large and handsome structure is unknown ; 
envious time has destroyed the word defining 
that, and its site is equally amystery. The size 
of the stone forbids the idea that it had been 
moved far; still, on the spot nothing but 
Turkish walls have been found. The erection 
of such a building at such an epoch points to the 
new start the city took when the fear of danger 
from Alaric passed away. Spr. LamMBros. 








Sine-Art Gossip. 

THE private view of the Winter Exhibition of 
the Society of Painters in Water Colours is 
appointed for to-day (Saturday); the gallery 
will be opened to the public on Monday next. 
The gallery is to be open to the public on the 
evenings of Monday and Saturday, ata charge of 
sixpence each person. 

THE secretary of the Royal Academy has con- 
tradicted a paragraph of ours respecting the 
librarianship of the Academy. In doing this 
he has, however, confirmed our statements—1, 
that the election had not been made ; 2, that 
‘*custom and the regulations require the office 
to be held by an R.A.” The remaining portions 
of the paragraph were given as gossip and 
are quite correct. It is notorious that no 
R.A. seems to care about the post; that 
the coming election may, by a ‘‘remote 
possibility,” result in the choice of an Asso- 
ciate to be Academician and Librarian, or 
that an A.R.A. may become Librarian without 
promotion, or that an outsider may be chosen. 
In short, Mr. Eaton has denied the existence of 
suggestions which, as we said, are being openly 
discussed. If he does not know what is being said, 
he can hardly be in the contidence of the whole 
of the body he so ably and zealously serves. It 
has even been proposed to make the secretary- 
ship and librarianship one office. 

Sm F. Leicuron has made considerable 
progress with a picture the design and composi- 
tion of which are unusually beautiful and 
attractive. It represents two wedded lovers on 
a terrace. The lady lays her head on the 
shoulder of her companion and turns her face 
towards his with an expression of mingled tender- 
ness and devotion. ‘lhe husband has bent his 
head above the face of his bride and, in the 
fulness of serene happiness, responds to her 
appeal. He has passed one arm over her 
shoulder and taken her right hand in his; 
his left hand engages her left hand, but with 
a completely different action. The figures are 
tinely draped in Greek costumes, the long and 
graceful lines of which have been disposed 
to suit the exquisite composition of the group. 
The fine contours of the lady’s form, so to say, 
sway themselves from her feet upwards in a 
‘line of beauty” which, elegant as it is, in- 
volves no loss of stateliness, nor does the figure 
as a whole look unstable or less than noble. The 
face of the lady is not yet finished, but its charm 
cannot be denied. Modern artists rarely spend 
on the grouping of hands a tithe of the care the 
President has lavished on the two groups of 
hands, which, though their motives are almost 
identical, are yet admirably different and equally 
elegant and true to nature. From the lofty 
terrace classic buildings and a calm sea are seen. 
This picture will, doubtless, be sent to the 
Academy accompanied by another and larger 
one, which is not advanced enough for descrip- 
tion. A smaller painting illustrates a feeling for 
colour and tone which is like that of Correggio ; 
it is finely luminous and deep in clear tones.

M. P. CHEVALLIER will sell at the Hotel 
Drouot on the 5th inst. a collection of modern 
paintings, including works of Corot; Courbet; 
Daubigny ; Decamps, ‘Plage au _ Tréport’; 
Dupré, ‘Marine’; the ‘Rue a Tanger’ of 
Fortuny ; ‘Les Lavanditres’ of Millet, and 
his ‘ Tentation de St. Antoine’; a ‘Téte de 
Femme,’ by M. A. Stevens; and examples 
of the art of MM. Schreyer, Veyrassat, Vollon, 
and Ziem. 

A CoRRESPONDENT complains of the catalogue 
of the National Gallery :—‘‘ Hundreds of visitors 
to the National Gallery have no doubt, like 
myself, been anxiously awaiting the appearance 
of the ‘Descriptive and Historical Catalogue.’ 
According to the official announcement in the 
abridged catalogue, ‘the larger edition of this 
catalogue, which has been some time under 
revision, is now in the press, and will be issued 
shortly.’ It is difficult to imagine that a cata- 
logue, much of which was the compilation of 
Sir C. Eastlake and Mr. Wornum, should be of 
so little value as to be set aside or to require 
between one and two years for its revision. For 
some weeks past the public have been unable 
to obtain any catalogue of the foreign schools, 
and, to make matters worse, a custom has 
sprung up lately of exhibiting newly acquired 
pictures without labels, the public being left to 
form their own conclusions as to the master, 
school, &c. ; even the attendants seem unable 
sometimes to give the desired information. Per- 
haps the Keeper, when he has published his 
illustrated catalogue of the foreign galleries, will 
be able to devote more time to these little 
affairs. The abridged catalogue just issued 
retains some of its old errors as to names and 
date —p. 152, ‘Pacchiarotto’ for Pacchia; 
p. 159, ‘Vivarini’ for Schiavone; p. 155, 
‘1865’ for 1860; the picture by Mola (‘ Leda,’ not 
now exhibited) is among the bequests, but not 
in the body of the catalogue ; Lievens is not yet 
inserted ; ‘ Ruins and Figures,’ bequeathed by 
Lieut.-Col. Ollney, occurs twice in the list of 
Pictures Presented, viz., Nos. 135 and 1099; 
another picture (p. 168) also has the latter 
number ; one picture (p. 162) was ‘ Presented in 
1883’; and Wilkie with the ‘Village Beadle’ 
still keeps his place, p. 164, amongst the foreign 
masters. On the same page we have ‘A. Kauf- 
mann’ and ‘ Vandyck.’ Why isthe ‘ Allegory 
of the former painter omitted from the catalogue 
of foreign pictures? On p. 165 ‘Spagna’ shoul 
be Lo Spagna. On p. 166 ‘ Polenburg’ should 
be Poelenburg, see p. 101. It was settled long 
ago that ‘Dow’ is wrong, although it appears 
thus on pp. 46 and 152. ‘Bordon,’ p. 156, 
should be Bordone.”

A CoRRESPONDENT, who has been studying in 
the Print Room, complains as follows :—‘‘ Surely 
omething was done to prevent total 
exclusion of real students from the Print Room, 
or to give them fit accommodation elsewhere. 
For many years complaints were rife that the 
Reading Room at the British Museum, with its 
hundreds of seats, was inadequate for the use 
of those fur whom it was constructed.

CrysTAL PALACE.—Saturday Concerts. 


THE MARLBOROUGH RooMs.—M. Wehleé’s Recital.

So far as could be judged she has a soprano 
voice moderately good in quality and well 
trained; but nervousness so impaired her 
efforts in Weber’s ‘‘ Und ob die Wolke ” and 
other selections, that a final estimate on 
her abilities must be reserved for another 
occasion. 

M. Charles Wehlé, a pianist well known 
in Paris though scarcely so on this side of 
the Channel, gave a recital at the Marl- 
borough Rooms on Tuesday afternoon. A 
native of Prague, M. Wehlé settled early in 
life in the French capital, but his recent 
years have been spent in an artistic tour 
round the world. The programme of his 
recital was peculiar, if not unique, as it con- 
sisted entirely of his own compositions. 
Whatever motive may have prompted such 
a proceeding, its un-wisdom can scarcely be 
a matter of dispute. ‘The music of any com- 
poser, even the most gifted, begins to pall 
on the ear after a while if no variety is 
afforded, and M. Wehlé would scarcely, we 
should imagine, measure himself with the 
great masters. Further, it is impossible, 
under the circumstances, to offer any definite 
opinion on his ability as an executant. He 
has a neat, crisp touch and fluent execution, 
but whether to these he adds any higher 
qualities cannot be said until he is heard in 
some standard or representative work. Of 
the pieces played on Tuesday, a Canzo- 
netta in A minor was the most pleasing, 
and an Allegro de Concert in Fr, for two 
pianos, the most brilliant and extended. 
Herr Stoeger joined in the latter, Herr 
Ondricek contributed two violin solos, and 
Miss Emma Allitsen a couple of songs. 

More than usual interest was given to Mr. 
Austin’s Scotch concerts at St. James’s Hall 
on St. Andrew’s Day by the appearance of 
a small but admirably trained choir from 
Glasgow, under the direction of Mr. James 
Allan. At the afternoon concert the first 
part was miscellaneous, and the chvir was 
heard in Mendelssohn’s ‘ Forty-third Psalm,’ 
Gounod’s ‘Ave Verum,’ and other pieces. 
The voices are remarkable for power, though 
the quality seemed a trifle hard in forte 
passages.

It is, however, not 
intended for the stage, but for representation at 
concerts. The work consists of a number of 
dramatic scenes, which depict on the one hand 
the loves of Abelard and Heloise, and on the 
other the conflict of this Christian philosopher 
with the dogmas of his age. The work is called 
‘Maitre Pierre’ because this was the familiar 
name given to Abelard by his scholars. 

Ar last Saturday’s Popular Concert Mozart's 
Divertimento in B flat, for strings and horns, 
and Schubert's Trio in the same key, Op. 99, 
were the concerted works performed. Mr. 
Charles Halle played Beethoven's last Sonata in 
c¢ minor, Op. 111. Herr Strauss was the leader 
and Mr. Oswald the vocalist. On Monday 
Beethoven’s popular Septet was performed for 
the thirty-fifth time, the executants being 
Messrs. Holliinder, Zerbini, Clinton, Wendland, 
Wotton, Reynolds, and Piatti. Mendelssohn's 
Sonata in B flat, for pianoforte and violoncello, 
Op. 45, and Chopin's Ballade in a flat were also 
in the programme. Miss Agnes Zimmermann 
was the pianist. Miss Henrietta Beebe, an 
American vocalist, made her first appearance, 
and was favourably received. Her voice is a 
soprano, rather thin, yet pleasing in quality, 
and she sings with good taste. Next Monday, 
Mr. A. C. Mackenzie’s Pianoforte Quartet will 
be performed for the first time. 

Tue Royal Society of Musicians gave its 
annual performance of the ‘ Messiah’ Jast night 
at St. James’s Hall. The soloists announced 
were Misses Anna Williams, Jessie Jones, and 
Hope Glenn, Madame Patey, and Messrs. 
W. H. Cummings, W. Shakespeare, F. King, 
and Lewis Thomas. Mr. W. G. Cusins con- 
ducted. 

Ir is announced that, by the express wish 
of the Emperor of Russia, ‘ Tannhiiuser’ and 
‘Lohengrin ’ are to be performed next spring in 
the German language at St. Petersburg. 

Dr. Starner, organist of St. Paul's Cathedral 
and Principal of the National Training School 
for Music, has written a letter to a correspon- 
dent which he says contains his creed on the 
whole subject of the Tonic Sol-fa system. The 
favourable opinion of the system formed twelve 
years ago has not, he remarks, changed in the 
smallest degree. Both in public and private he 
has advocated it warmly, with certain reserva- 
tions. He believes the Tonic Sol-fa notation 
to be the true notation for voices, while he 
regards the Staff notation as best for instru- 
mentalists. The Tonic Sol-fa system is invalu- 
able as a logical and philosophical method of 
| teaching singing. Dr. Stainer thinks that the 

Staff presents special difficulties to would-be 
singers who cannot play on any instrument, and 
that the Tonic Sol-fa removes these difliculties. 
For elementary schools, rural choirs, and 
persons generally who have no time to devote 
to an instrument, he considers Tonic Sol-fa the 
best possible system. It is at the same time no 
bar to the appreciation of the Staff notation.

Tne Haymarket company would seem to 
be making an effort to soar above its ordinary 
surroundings and show its fitness for a class 
of work higher than anything it has pre- 
viously essayed. In this attempt it has been 
but moderately successful. Intention was 
shown in most of the separate impersona- 
tions, and capacity was revealed in one or 
two instances. The whole, however, wanted 
breadth and colour, and the sense of short- 
coming prevailed over that of realization. 
So much nervousness was exhibited by more 
than one of the company that the general 
effect was impaired. It is possible, accord- 
ingly, that future performances may be more 
satisfactory than the first representation. 
Miss Ada Cavendish, whose Marie de Font- 
anges rose in the last act into excellence, 
was at the outset artificial and ill at ease. 
Mr. Arthur Cecil as Desmarets displayed 
the intelligence of conception to be expected 
in one of the most conscientious and intel- 
lectual actors on the stage. He lacked, how- 
ever, brutality, so to speak, and his mouth 
assumed once or twice an expression weaker 
and more senile than is to be expected in a 
man whose resolution and passion are strong. 
Mr. Bancroft’s dignity and reserve as Fouché 
closely verged upon stiffness. Still the per- 
formance was clever and artistic. As Henri 
de Neuville Mr. Conway acted with gallantry 
and a certain measure of fire. As he gets 
rid of mauvaise honte and lets himself go 
Mr. Conway commences to render valuable 
services to the stage. A true marquis pour 
rire was the Marquis de Cevennes of Mr. 
Pinero. ‘Plot and Passion’ was well 
mounted. The dresses, designed by the 
Hon. Lewis Wingfield, were excellent, 
those worn by the Marquis de Cevennes 
and Henri de Neuville being especially 
effective. 

‘A Lesson,’ the new comedy founded by 
Mr. Burnand upon the ‘Lolotte’ of MM. 
Meilhac and Halévy, is only so far weaker 
than the original as Mr. Burnand has been 
hampered by the conditions of his task. In 
place of the actress whose assumption of 
fashionable and distinguished manners is 
mere mimicry, and breaks down on the first 
trial, Mr. Burnand has had to show a fine 
lady who is also an actress—we had almost 
said who condescends to be an actress. Poor 
Lolotte, when, after her outbreak at the sight 
of her lover’s infidelity, she is asked what has 
become of her distinction, breaks out :— 

“Qui ¢a, qui ga, qui ¢a distinguée, moi...... 
cétait pour rire...... Oi en aurais-je pris de la 
distinction? Papa était choriste et maman était 
figurante...... et ils n’avaient qu’une qualité tous 
les deux, c’est que lorsqu’ils croyaient avoir A se 
plaindre l’un de l’autre ils cognaient...... voila le 
sang que j’ai dans les veines. Et je trouve vrai- 
ment que vous avez eu une fichue idée pour votre 
début & Paris de devenir amoureuse d’un homme 
dont je suis folle.” 

For this tirade, and another equally charac- 
teristic and irresistible which follows, Mr. 
Burnand has had to substitute in the same 
situation a rebuke of unchastity, or at least 





of light manners, which is dignified and 
almost pathetic. Altogether lost is, of 
course, the splendid contrast that is shown, 
and with it the delightful irony upon the 
actor’s profession. Instead of these things 
we have an exaltation, almost an apotheosis, 
of the actress. Under these conditions and 
thus hampered, it is marvellous Mr. Burnand 
has succeeded. He has got over cleverly 
such difficulties as stood in his way, and 
has introduced dialogue which, while quite 
different from that of his original, is not 
less bright and clever. ‘A Lesson’ is, in 
fact, a mirthful and an attractive piece. 
Mrs. Bancroft acts in it with aplomb, 
and furnishes some reminiscences of her 
former performances which, to playgoers 
with memories, have infinite charm. Mrs. 
Bancroft has long been one of the most 
delightful comedians on the stage, and a 
performance which recalls any stage in her 
past career is sure to be welcome. The old 
sauciness and piquancy have lost none of 
their old charm. Satisfactory support was 
afforded by Miss Blanche Henri, Mr. Con- 
way, and Mr. Brookfield. The actor last 
named assigned a small part a very distinct 
individuality. 

A great improvement has been effected 
in Mr. Sims’s comedy of ‘The Half-Way 
House,’ now in course of performance at the 
Vaudeville, and the piece as it is at present 
performed has a consistency and a power of 
producing mirth it seemed formerly to lack. 
Slight changes have been made in the cast. 
These are, however, wholly inadequate to 
account for the improvement that is visible. 
Two one-act novelties have been produced 
at the Vaudeville. ‘Marriage Bells’ is an 
agreeable comedietta, recalling in some 
respects Mr. Gilbert’s ‘Sweethearts.’ It is 
well acted by Miss Alma Murray and Mr. 
Grahame. ‘The Girl He left behind Him’ 
is a bustling piece from the French, with 
musical accompaniments. In this Mr. 
Thorne as a bridegroom obliged tempo- 
rarily to forswear his spouse, Miss Kate 
Phillips as the bride, and Mr. Crauford as 
a sailor returned from sea, acted with much 
brightness, and elicited loud laughter.
